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BRITISH ANGER AT BUELOW | BRITISH INDUSTRIES’ NEED 


His Remarks in the Reichstag | 
Cause Much Irritation. 


\t Is Said that More Interest Is Taken 
in the Chancellor’s Speeches by Eng- 
lishmen than by Germans.

LONDON, Jan. 10.—In referring to the 
speech which Count von Biilow, the Ger- 
man Imperial Chancellor, made in the 
Reichstag on Wednesday in regard to 
Mr. Chamberlain's Edinburgh address, 
the Berlin correspondent of The Times 
Says it may very well be that Count von 
Biilow thinks he will give himself some re- 
lief by making speeches that are the talk 

f Europe for a day or two or a week or 
wo. It has often been noticed in regard 
to the conduct of German foreign politics 
that nothing is more dreaded, in the re- 
lations between Germany and England, 
than anything like stagnation or tran- 
guillity. The correspondent adds: 

“Tf our German friends cannot have a 
gushing exchange of compliments and 
sympathies, they prefer that we should 
even fight like cats and dogs rather than 
seem to ignore each other. If Count von 
Billow’s speeches were not reported in 
the English press his audience would at 
once be diminished by at least a hun- 
dredfold. It is the best advertisement in 
the world for the German Empire to be 
noticed, whether in friendly or critical 
terms, by the press of the English-speak- 
ing world.” 

There was, the correspondent goes on 
to say, an absolutely miserable attend- 
ance of Deputies in the Reichstag to hear 
Count von Biilow’s speech, which really 
chiefly concerned the British people.

LONDON, Jan. 10.—The stinging rebuke 
administered to Mr. Chamberlain by Chan- 
cellor von Biilow in the Reichstag on 
Wednesday as a result of Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s references to the conduct of the 
German army in the war with France 
has caused intense and widespread irrita- 
tion here, and bas markedly increased the 
bitterness of Anglo-German relations. 

The St. James’s Gazette, which called von 
Biilow a “swaggering Pharisee,”’ said yes- 
terday: 

“His offensive speech has brought the 
growing irritation between the two coun- 
tries into a dangerous sphere, and the 
Kaiser's telegram of six years ago was not 
more disastrous to mutual good relations 
than this studied affront to a British 
statesman, who is trusted by the country, 
and, through him, to the country itself. 
Our attitude of easy tolerance is no longer 
compatible with our dignity as a Nation, 
Even if Von Biilow had been the head of a 

Republican Ministry, dependent for its life 
on fickle popular opinion, there would 
have been little excuse for his gross per- 
version of facts and breach of international 
comity.” 

The St. James's Gazette concluded by ex- 
pressing the belief that the ‘ Pharisaical 
impertinence of the German press is pro- 
foundly distasteful to the Kaiser, who is 
tnanfully striving to stem the torrent which 
is bearing his empire toward the Niagara 
of disaster,” and warns Germany that 
“both eastward and westward of her there 
is a menace which holds her armed to the 
teeth in sleepless vigilance, and when the 
expected catastrophe in Southeastern Eu- 
rope leaves her alone between the upper 
and nether millstone she may bitterly re- 
gret the loss of the good-will of this coun- 
try, which she is now flinging away with 
both hands.”’ 

“Von Biilow’s words cannot fail to be 
hailed throughout Europe as a snub to 
Great Britain,”’ said The Pall Mall Gazette 
in an editorial headed ‘“‘The Retort Dis- 
courteous,”’ in which regret was expressed 
that the Chancellor, *“‘in his anxiety not to 
be suspected of being a friend of England, 
has chosen to stimulate rather than soothe 
the anti-British spirit.’’

The Globe accused von Biilow of “ delib- } 


erately pandering to the lowest and most 
ill-informed elements of public opinion in 
Germany,” adding: 

“It is inconceivable that 
spoke thus without the approval 
Kaiser.” 

The Globe then lectured Emperor William 
for ‘not checking the stream of foul lies 
and obscene caricatures in the German 
press,”’ and, referring to the forthcoming 
visit of the Prince of Wales to Germany, 
said: 

“It is a poor beginning of hospitality on 
the Kaiser’s part to allow his Chancellor 
to indulge in language intentionally offens- | 
ive to the whole British Empire.” i 

The Westminster Gazette alone depre- 
cated the regarding of Count von Biilow’s 
speech as a cause for further disturbance 
of the relations between Great Britain and 
Germany. 

Such comments as those quoted are 
bound to further inflame the public, al- 
reaay angered in consequence of the snub 
administered by Emperor William a few 
days ago in The North German Gazette, 
the chief mouthpiece of the Government. 
In this paper a note appeared saying that 
the statement in the British press to the 
effect that the German Emperor had 

ressed the Prince of Wales to attend his 
birthday celebration was untrue, and ex- 
plaining that King Edward had suggested 
the visit and that Emperor William had 
sent an invitation. 

The Daily Mail says this morning that it 
is able to state that there has been no dip- 
lomatic correspondence with regard to Mr. 
Chamberlain's speech, and that Mr. Cham- 
berlain himself conveyed the “ assurances ”’ 
mentioned in letters written to reach Ger- 
Inan public opinion. Beyond this, says The 
Daily Mail, the only assurances were volun- 
teered at one of the Foreign Office recep- 
tions, and were verbal and unofficial. 
There has been no apology, retraction, or 
withdrawal. 


. BERLIN, Jan. 9.—In the course of the 
debate on the estimates in the Reichstag to- 
day, several members took occasion to ex- 
press their ee concurrence in Chan- 
ecellor von iilow’s views of Mr. Cham- 
berlain’'s Edinburgh utterance. On behalf 
of the Liberal People’s Party, Herr Richter 
indorsed the Chancellor’s rebuke. He said 
the incident served to demonstrate the fact 
that in regard to national questions all 
Germans were of one mind. 

“We know our army,’ added Herr Rich- 
ter, “and we know what Mr. Chamber- 
Jain is like. But enough of him. We have 
more important things to attend to.’’ 

The Cologne Gazette, which says Count 
von Biilow’s speech was distinguished for 
clearness, and which suggests that it was 

‘modeled after Mr. Chamberlain’s own in- 
cisive manner of speaking, thinks the inci- 
dent ought now to be regarded as closed in 
the interest of good relations between the 
two countries. 
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OF SCIENTIFIC RESEARCH. 


London Science Teachers Point Out 
How Germany Is Gaining Graynd 
by New Discoveries.

LONDON, Jan. 10.—At a conference 
yesterday of teachers of science em- 
ployed by the Technical Education Board 
of the London County Council the neglect 
of scientific teaching in the United King- 
dom was lamented. It was declared that 
if teaching of this kind had been taken 
up thirty years ago English industries 
would have saved millions of pounds. 

Germany, it was stated, was this coun- 
try’s greatest competitor in the indus- 
tries most affected by scientific research. 
In German factories 10,000 chemists were 
working, producing ideas tending to in- 
crease the productive power of the coun- 
try. Germany’s pre-eminence in sugar 
producing was due to the scientific at- 
tainments of her workers. 

It was remarked that Germans pre- 
pared the ground slag of a certain steel 
process as a fertilizer, which was being 
imported by England at a fair price. 
Germans, it was further said, were won- 
derfully successful in the dyeing indus- 
try, and chemists had discov- 
ered a practical process for producing 
artificial indigo which was hurting the 
Indian indigo trade. 

Yet, in spite of all this, it was com- 
plained, money was still not being spent 
by England for scientific industrial re- 
search.

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TO APPLY CARNEGIE GIFT 


Trustees of Educational Institution 
Officially Announced. 


Donation of $10,000,000 Is Made in the 
Form of 5 Per Cent. Bonds—Outline 
of General Purposes. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—Official an- 
nouncement was made to-day of the Board 
of Trustees of the Carnegie Institution, 
which has been incorporated here under 
the $10,000,000 gift of Andrew Carnegie. 
The only indication as to the form of the 
gift is that it will be in “5 per cent. 
bonds."’ This is referred to in a single sen- 
tence as follows: 

“It is the purpose of Mr. Carnegie to 
transfer $10,000,000 in 5 per cent. bonds 
to the Board of Trustees for the purposes 
above mentioned." 

The announcement was made in the form 
of a statement given out by Dr. Charles 
D. Walcott, Secretary of the incorporators, 
in accordance with the expressed wish of 
Mr. Carnegie, The statement says: 

“In the development of his plans, Mr. 
Carnegie has consulted with a number of 
gentlemen in different parts of the coun- 
try, including the heads of universities and 
other scientific institutions, and particu- 
larly with Abram S. Hewitt, Dr. Daniel 
C. Gilman, Dr. John 8. Biliings, Dr, Charles 
D. Walcott, and Carroll D. Wright.”’

“To discover the exceptional man in 
every department of study, whenever and 
wherever found, and enable him by finan- 
cial aid to make the work for which he 
seems specially designed his lifework. 

“To promote original research, paying 
great attention thereto, as being one of the 
chief purposes of this institution. 

“To increase facilities for higher educa- 
tion. 

“To enable such students as may find 
Washington the best point for their special 
studies to avail themselves of such advan- 
tages as may be open to them in the mu- 
seums, libraries, laboratories, observatory, 
meteorological, piscicultural, and forestry 
schools and kindred institutions of the sev- 
eral departments of the Government. 

“To insure the prompt publication and 
distribution of the results of scientific in- 
vestigation, a field considered to be highly 
important.

EX-GOV. McCREARY TO BE 
SENATOR FROM KENTUCKY. 


Nominated by Democratic Caucus Last 
Night—His Long Career in State 
and National Politics. 
FRANKFORT, Ky., Jan. ¥.—Ex-Gov. 
James B. McCreary received the Demo- 
cratic caucus nomination for United States 
Senator by a vote of 62 to 37 to-night. This 
nomination is practically equivalent to an 

election. 
For forty years Mr. McCreary has been 


prominent in Kentucky. He first came into 
notice in 1862, when he assisted in raising 
the Eleventh Kentucky Cavalry for the 
Confederate Army.: In this regiment he 
subsequently became Lieutenant Colonel. a 
rank he heid at the close of the war. He 
served with distinction in the Army of the 
Tennessee under Gens. Morgan and Bragg. 
and under Breckinridge in Virginia, and 
surrendered with his regiment at Appomat- 
tox. 

He entered politics in 1866, being chosen 
to represent Madison County in the Ken- 
tucky Legislature. In 1875 he was elected 
Governor on the Democratic ticket. After 
retiring from the executive office he went 
to the Forty-ninth Congress, and was re- 
elected to the Fiftieth, Fifty-first, Fifty- 
second, Fifty-third, and Fifty-fourth Con- 
gresses. For twelve years he was a mem- 
ber of the House Committee on Foreign 
Affairs. 

Mr. McCreary was appointed by the Pres- 
ident of the United States one of the five 
Commissioners to represent the United 
States at the International Monetary Con- 
ference in 1891. In the conference he dis- 
tinguished himself as an advocate of bi- 
metallism. 


TO AVOID INHERITANCE TAX. 


More Wealthy New Yorkers Apply for 
Citizenship in Rhode Island.

NEWPORT, R. IL. Jan. 9.—Each year 
there is an increasing number of Summer 
residents, who become citizens of Newport,

Already this year there 
is a considerable number who in one way 
or other have notified the local authori- 
ties of their desire to be enrolled as citi- 
zens of Newport, or have applied to the 
courts for a declaration judicial.y atfirm- 
ing their legal residence in Rhode Island.

CAPT. CHAPMAN IN 
FIERCE FIGHT ON A CAR. 


Drink-Crazed Patrolman Tries to Shoot 
Him—Aided by His Wardman, the 
Captain Overpowers the Man. 
Capt. George S. Chapman of the Mercer 
Street Police Station engaged in a fierce 
encounter last night on a Broadway car 
with a drink-crazed patrolman whom, aid- 
ed by his wardman, Wesley Hall, he was 


trying to take to the station house. During | 


the struggle the patrolman drew his re- 
volver and made frantic efforts to shoot 
his superior officer, according to the lat- 
ter’s account of the occurrence. 

Policeman John J. Healey was the man 
who caused the trouble. At 4 o'clock in 
the afternoon he was sent out on post on 
Fourth Avenue, between Eleventh and 
Fourteenth Streets. At 10:30 o'clock he 
was at Fourth Avenue and Thirteenth 
Street, intoxicated, and raising a disturb- 
ance. He had a great jeering crowd around 
him, and, it is said, tried to throw into 
the Rapid Transit tunnel excavation all 
those who ventured near enough to him. 

Capt. Chapman and Wardman Hall, who 
had been out touring through the upper 
end of the precinct, came along. They were 
not in uniform. They made their way 
through the crowd, took Healey by the 
arms, and half led half forced him through 
Thirteenth Street to Broudway, and down 
Broadway to Twelfth Street. There they 
hailed a south-bound car. It was filled 
with passengers, many of whom were wo- 
men. Healey, who is a big man, was forced 
onto the rear platform of the car, and the 
Captain and Hall stood him in a corner 
and took positions on either side of him. 

Healey struggled violently, and freeing 
his hands from the grasp of his guardian, 
a out his night stick and struck at 

all. Then Healey pulled off his belt, and 
with an oath threw his stick and the belt 
into the mud behind the car. Hall jumped 
off and ran back for them, No sooner was 
Hall off the car platform than Healey 
wrenched his arm free from Capt. Chap- 
man's grasp and endeavored to draw his 
revolver. A _ furious fight ensued, which 
lasted until Hall returned to the Captain's 
aid. Hall found that the conductor of the 
car, angered by the disturbance and spurred 
on by the screams of the women in the car 
and the demands of their escorts to throw 
the disturbers off, had taken sides with 
Healey, and was trying to help him force 
Chapman from the car. Hall then told the 
conductor who the Captain was, and the 
conductor desisted. 

At last Healey again jerked his right free. 
Then he aimed a vicious blow at Chap- 
man, then, quick as a flash, drew his revol- 
ver and thrust it into the Captain’s face. 

‘For God's sake let him go, Captain,”’ 
shouted Hall, as he struck at Healey’s head 
with the policeman’s own night stick. 
Healey ducked to avoid the blow of the 
night stick. And this probably saved the 
Captain's life. Chapman grasped Healey's 
hand and, with Hall's assistance, succeeded 
in wrestling the weapon from him. In the 
struggle the hammer caught in the fleshy 
part of the patrolman’s hand and cut it 


severely.

There Chapman and Hall 
took the policeman off the car and marched 
him through Fourth Street west to the 
station house, where he was locked up. 


ARBITER FAVORS EMPLOYERS. 


Wichert & Gardiner of Brooklyn Win 
Decision Over Their Men, Who Must 
Acquiesce or Forfeit $10,000. 


ALBANY, Jan. 9.—Bernard Stark, State 
Mediator of Industrial Disputes, agreed 
upon as arbiter in the long-pending dis- 
pute between Wichert & Gardiner, shoe 
manufacturers of Brooklyn and 500 of their 
employes, has decided in favor of the em- 
ployers. 

The chief contention was over a demand 
of the workers for pay for spoiled work, 
The firm agreed to furnish new material, 
but declined to pay for the duplication of 


imperfect product. Before the arbitration 
each side posted a cash forfeit as a bond 
to abide by the mediator’s decision. 

The firm has had several disputes with 
their employes. About a year ago a dif- 
ficulty arose and a strike seemed inevitable. 
The firm suggested that the matter be ar- 
bitrated, and requested the men to select 
an arbitrator. James B. Reynolds was 
chosen by the men. Both sides presented 
their case, and the arbitrator decided in 
favor of the employers. The men refused

to accept his decision, and the dispute re- ; 


mained as before. The members of the 
firm, desirous of retaining the men in their 
employ, suggested the adoption of 
agreement at present in force. 

On April 15, 1901, an agreement was en- 
tered into for the term of one year that 
all disputes weré to be submitted to ar- 
bitration, the firm and independent shoe 
workers union to which the employes be- 
long agreeing to forfeit $10,000 if either 
failed to accept the decision of the ar- 
bitrators. The firm gave a bond, ®&sued by 
the American Surety Company of New 
York City. The $10,000 to be put up by the 
employes was to be raised by a 5 per cent. 
deposit of the weekly wages until the sum 
reach $25 for each male employe and $15 
for each female employe, on which sum 
the firm allowed them t& per cent. interest. 
The money on deposit at the present time 
amounts to $5,000.

lts Attitude Toward the Excise 
Question Criticised. 


The District Attorney Says the Sunday 
Law Must Go or the Downfall of Re- 


form Will Ensue—Roosevelt, He 


Declares, Turned Out Strong 


A dinner for the special consideration of 
the excise law and the question of Sunday 
opening was given last evening at the Re- 
form Club. The large banquet hall, where 
the dinner was held, was crowded to the 
doors by members and their friends, and 
as soon as the speaking began members 
crowded into the gallery and listened at- 
tentively to the speaking. 

The sensation of the evening was the 
speech of District Attorney Jerome, which 
Was generally regarded as a reference to 
the new municipal administration in his 
criticisms about non-enforcement of the ex- 
cise law and the duty of public officials in 
the observance of their oath of office. 

John G. Agar presided, and introduced 
Dr. Lyman Abbott as the first speaker. 
Dr. Abbott said in part: 

“Your point of view and my view are 
two different things; we are built up out 
of our birthright. We have men of all sorts 
of ethical ideas. Our conceptions of right 
or wrong are radically different. To some 
men Sunday is a sacred day, to be devoted 
to rest; to others it is a day of pleasure 
and recreation. To some the saloon is a 
place of hell; to others it is a poor man’s 
club. Is there any plane on which Jew and 
Christian can meet on the question of Sun- 
day observation? I think history indi- 
cates the direction in which divergent 
opinions can get together.” 

Then Dr. Abbott spoke of William the 


Silent of Holland as the man who taught 
the world that every man shall follow his 
own ideas of life; that every man shall 
live according to his conscience. He spoke 
of the modern application of the rule, as 
applied to the present day and the sub- 
ject under discussion, and said it should 
be qualified by the statement that every 
man should follow his own conscience—so 
long as it did not interfere with the rights 
of his fellow-man. 

‘** We all want our Sunday," he continued. 
“Some of us for one purpose; some of us 
for another. Some of us go to church in 
the morning and play golf in the after- 
noon; some of us read the papers in the 
morning and play golf in the afternoon. 

“Have I made my meaning clear? It is 
not the object of law to restrain; it is 
the only object of law to prevent what is 
injurious. We have to discuss whether the 
saloon shall be opened or closed, and who 
shall determine whether they be opened or 
closed. In my opinion, it is more impor- 
tant who shall determine whether they 
shall be opened or closed. Personally, I 
would rather they be closed, but I do not 
want to interfere with the right of the 
people to say. 

“What I stand for to-night is the right 
of the people of New York to decide for 
themselves whether the saloons shall be 
open on Sunday or not, and the right of the 
individual to decide for himself what is 
right. The proposition to open the saloon 
will array against it practically the whole 
of the clergy in the first place, and, sec- 
ondly, the whole of the better women of 
the State, but let us not forget that we 
have a theory of government to advance 
and that is what we must remember.” 


MR. JEROME'S SPEECH. 


District Attorney Jerome, who had been 
loudly cheered when he entered, was next 
introduced. Mr. Jerome said in part: 

‘It is with very great reluctance that I 
ever find myself differing on any question 
from Dr. Abbott. Long experience has 
taught me that he approaches any ques- 
tion with an open mind and with an eye 
single for the determination of that which 
is right. Yet for some fourteen years now 
I have had my attention directed to this 
matter of liquor tax laws in their practical 
application in this community. And for six 
and one-half years past I have sat in a 
court where almost all liquor tax cases 
have been tried, and I believe that I have 
had exceptional opportunities for observing 
the workings of the present law and other 
laws in this city. 

“ The views that I have come to advocate 
are not those that I should wish to advo- 
cate. They are those that have been 
forced on me against my most earnest con- 
victions. I remember a talk that I had 
with Dr. Adler not long ago, when he told 
me that he was drifting, he was afraid, too 
much to my point of view against his own 
earnest wishes. No one has been more 
deeply impressed by the evils that result 
from intemperance than I have been. I 
wish if it were possible to see to-morrow 
every saloon closed in the City of New 
York and closed for all time. 

“But when you do not sit in your own 
study but are brought face to face witn 
the deadly reality you are not infrequently 
led to views that you never would have 
adopted by any mere a priori reflection. 
That has been my case. 

“It is scarcely necessary to go into the 
evils that exist under the present law; that 
there are 2,167 hotels in the City of New 
York, a very large proportion of which are 
places of doubtful character; the fact that 
probably on a conservative estimate 250,000 
of the inhabitants of this city on Sunday 
go into saloons and solicit a violation of 
the law; that probably 7,000 saloons are 
open every Sunday in this city in defiance 
of law, and that there are probably from 
125,000 to 150,000 people who are dependent 
upon the retail liquor traffic for their live- 
lihood; that during the past four years be- 
tween $700,000 and $800,000 has been paid 
to debauch the police force of this city in 
blackmail. 

‘““When these facts, which are suscepti- 
ble of proof, are considered, it is not nec- 
essary to say that the present position of 
effairs in regard to the liquor law is ab- 
solutely intolerable and must be remedied. 
Now, if that be true, and I think that 
every one here is convinced that the posi- 
tion is established, the part of these men 
is to look about for a remedy. 

“When I came myself to look about for 
some change in the law that I could ad- 
yvocate I asked myself, ‘ What is the crux 
of this question? What is it that keeps 
the liquor business in politics, debauches 
our public service, and degrades those en- 
gaged in the industry?’ And I was satis- 
fied that that which produced these con- 
ditions was an unenforceable law. 

‘“ At first I did not see that in which the 
unenforceability consisted. I had read in 
the writings of those who were supposed to 
be learned in political philosophy that cer- 
tain classes of laws could not be enforced 
unless they had public sentiment back of 
them. I did not believe it. 


THE DUTY OF ENFORCEMENT. 


“But there came a time when Roosevelt 
was President of the Police Board, when 
Goff was presiding in Part I. of General 
Sessions, and when I was in the Special 
Sessions, and we had a picturesque charac- 
ter then as District Attorney, whom we can 
eliminate, and we got together and dis- 
cussed it. And Goff thought and Roose- 
velt thought and I thought that there was 
a positive duty enjoined upon us to enforce 
this law, and that the reason that it could 
not be enforced was because the authori- 
ties upon whom the responsibility devolved 
did not proceed ruthlessly to enforce it, 
and we proceeded to do so. 

‘The saloons were paying $5 a month for 
the privilege of opening on Sunday, and 
we commenced our crusade. I sent a widow 
to the penitentiary for three months be- 
cause she sold a glass of beer on Sunday. 
I am satisfied by careful investigation that 
the only result of our joint effort was that 
dpring oosevelt’s administration the liquor 
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In Greater New York. 
Jersey City and Newark.

dealers paid for selling on Sunday $10 a 
month instead of $5. [Laughter.] 

‘““And when the reform administration 
of Mayvr Strong was turned out of office 
the tariff went back to the old schedule, 
and with the exception of one Assembly 
district in this city they continued to pay 
$5 a month. And during the administra- 
tion of Van Wyck they paid a net income to 
the Police Department of between $700,000 
and $800,000 for the privilege of selling on 
Sunday.”’ 

Mr. Jerome then went on to say that the 
great bulk of penal statutes were not en- 
torced because of the penalty. The law in 
regard to larceny, he said, was enforced 
because there was no considerable body 
in the community opposed to it. 

** Wherever,” continued Mr. Jerome, 
“there is a considerable body in a com- 
munity who not only do not yield willing 
obedience to the law, but who look upon 
the act as an immoral one, the law pro- 
hibiting them from doing that act not only 
will not be, but cannot be enforced. The 
law which prohibits the sale of liquor on 
Sunday in the City of New York cannot be 
enforced for the reason that there are at 
least 250,000 people here who not only do 
not yield willing obedience to it, but yield 
no obedience, and incite others to violate it. 

‘It is easy for reformers to see an evil 
and go to Albany and get a law against it, 
and then they are surprised that people 
do not instantly become good in that re- 
spect. It is not for the penal law _ to make 
moral reforms in the community. The penal 
law can assist, but moral reformation must 
be effected by moral means. [Applause.] 

‘*‘T.am not one that contends that the 
opening of the saloon door on Sunday would 
bring about a perfect state here. It would 
pring evils, and serious ones. But it is a 
question between evils. It is not an 
academic discussion. 

‘* You have got a law that you cannot en- 
force, and I know no man to-day who is 

yrepared to say that a law closing the sa- 
oons in New York on Sunday can be en- 
forced. I know no man who is prepared 
to say that as long as an unenforceable 
law of this kind exists we can be free from 
the evil of blackmail. We may shift it in 
a variety of ways, but as long as a non- 
enforceable law exists in this community 
that law, as long as human nature is as 
t is now, will be used for the extortion of 
blackmail and will result in a debauching 
of the police force and the keeping of the 
saloon in politics. 

‘So long as you have a non-enforceable 
law just so long will the Chief of Poiice of 
New York, if he be not honest, control, the 
politics of the saloon keeper. And the 
moment a reform administration tries to 
enforce that law, that moment the reform 
administration will go out of power. And if 
a reform administration does not try to 
enforce the law, how can any administra- 
tion do it? 


THE LAW AND THE EXECUTIVE. 


“ How can a man take an oath of office 
that he will uphold the Constitution and 
the laws of this State and then not en- 
deavor to enforce a law that he knows is 
violated every Sunday in at least 7,000 
places? Liberal enforcement is rot. Liber- 
al enforcement of penal statute is non-en- 
forcement of a penal statute. And I should 
prefer the public official who would come 
out and say, ‘I have taken an oath of of- 
fice to uphold these laws, and I am going 
to violate that oath of office and leave it to 
you to justify me,’ than I would a public 
official who would come out and talk to me 
about liberal enforcement and the extreme 
of the law being the extreme of injustice. 
I have got po use for that kind of sophistry 
in any public officer whatsoever. [Ap- 
plause.]} 

‘When if comes to me individually as it 
did to Roost:velt in the office that he took, 
the honest course is to execute the duties 
of your office whether they bring you into 
disrepute or not. I don’t think Roosevelt 
approved of this law. But he had taken 
an oath that he would support that law 
and he tried honestly to enforce it, and he 
succeeded in gloriously turning out the 
Strong administration at the end of its 
term. 

“That is just what is going to happen 
now if this law is not repealed. This Ad- 
ministration has got to enforce this law, 
and in that event it will go out of office 
at the end of two years as sure as you 
and I sit here, and then there will come 
back a Tammany administration which will 
not enforce the law. 

‘Partridge may be able to keep his offi- 
cers from taking blackmail and not clos- 
ing the saloons, but he will not prevent 
Tammany from coming back and not clos- 
ing them, too. Are we to sit here and prate 
about academic questions, about whether 
there is to be local option, something that 
it seems to me is so impracticable that no 
man of experience would tolerate it? 

‘* Are we to sit here and consider whether 
we ought to have a referendum, when we 
are face to face with that condition which 
will bring Tammany back on us in two 
years if we do not get relief, or else have 
got to get these men who have gone in in 
good faith in that position where they must 
violate their oath of office? There is only 
one way to do. 

‘I believe that if the saloons are lawfully 
allowed to open between 1 o'clock and 11 
o'clock on Sunday not every saloon would 
keep closed during prohibited hours, but 
when the District Attorney and the police 
prosecuted them they would have the sup- 
port of public opinion, so that a measure 
for Sunday opening is not a measure for 
Sunday opening at all—it is a measure for 
partial Sunday closing. 

‘‘I was informed on the best authority 
that certain of the brewers were opposed to 
my proposition because now, on the pay- 
ment of a moderate sum, they can keep 
open all day, but with a law of this kind 
legalizing certain hours, they would be 
obliged to be closed in prohibited hours. 

“The brewers, I said, ought to be pre- 
nared to make some sacrifices in this mat- 
ter, and if such be their argument I would 
not tackle the whole brewing industry to- 
gether, but I was going to organize my 
county detective force in such a way that 
{ could come pretty close to getting any 
saloon I was looking for, whether the po- 
lice liked it or not. 

‘**T approached the brewers on this sub- 
ject—I was not born yesterday—and I be- 
lieve they are honest and acting in goog 
faith, and I do not think they will opposé 
such a law as I suggest.”’ 

Mr. Jerome next took up the referendum, 
a remedy for the existing excise laws which 
Mayor Low is supposed to advocate. The 
speaker said such a method of dealing with 
the question was impracticable. 

The next speaker was M, N. Clement, 
State Deputy Commissioner of Excise, who 
maintained that the Raines law was a suc- 
cess from a revenue standpoint, and that 
under ordinary circumstances it could be 
enforced. 

He was followed by Dr. Felix Adler, who 
said that a large body of public sentiment 
in this city was opposed to the existing 
excise laws because of the ee 
character of the population of the city. 


MARCONI ON HIS WAY HERE. 


Nothing Yet Decided Regarding Cana- 
dian Aid for His Plans. 


Special to The New York Times. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Jan. 9.—Signor Mar- 
coni’s visit to the capital ended to-day, and 
he left here for Montreal, en route for New 
York and London, by the 4 P. M. train. 

The Ministers have not yet met to def- 
initely pass upon the proposals that have 
been formulated as the result of the con- 


sultations with Signor Marconi. It is un- 
derstood that there are two plans. One 
involves the participation of the Govern- 
ment in the establishment of the Marconi 
system at Cape Breton—Government grants 
toward the installation, a free site, land 
connections, &c, The other is in regard to 
the formation of a company to handle all 
the Marconi rights in Canada. 

Signor Marconi will have personally to 
eonsult his business friends in London be- 
fore matters can be put into shape to 
enable a final decision to be arrived at. 
He has, however, so it is stated, decided 
that in any case the building of the sta- 
tion in Cape Breton shall proceed at a 
cost of something less than $100,000, and 
that it shall be located on Glace Bay. 


Needs $10,000,000 for Improvements.

PITTSBURG, Jan. 9.—Officials of the 
Pittsburg and Lake Erie Railroad have 
recommended to the Directors that $16,000,- 
000 will be needed for the improvements 
upon which the engineers were ordered to 


make estimates. This includes four tracks 
from Pittsburg to Youngstown, sixty-nine 
miles; the purchase of ground and build- 
ing of car shops at Mchee’s Rocks, ex- 
tension of the Glassport yards, and the in- 
crease of rolling stock.

HEPBURN CANAL BILL. 
PASSED BY THE HOUSE 


Only Two Votes Recorded 
Against the Measure. 


Indications Are that House Will Agreé 


to Panama Route, However, if 


the Senate Decides in 
Favor of It 


Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—The House has 
had its first inning with the Isthmian 
canal problem. It has passed the Hepburn 
bill, which locates the canal on the Nicar- 
agua route, The bill goes to the Senate for 
revision just as it came to the House from 
the committee. 

On the final vote only two members of 
the House were reported as opposed to the 
bill. Those who favored the Panama route, 
when they found they were in the minority, 
joined with the Nicaraguan men, thus mak- 
ing good the pledges repeatedly given by 
them in the course of the debate that they 
would offer no obstruction to the passage 
of the bill, but would vote for it in what- 
ever form it should survive the amendment 
stage. They were surprised at the support 
given to the amendment embodying their 
views of the problem. 

What was known as the Morris-Shackle- 
ford-Parker amendment, because it was @ 
Substitute for the amendments offered by 
the three, received 102 votes against 170 
cast by the Nicaraguan people. This re- 
sult is regarded as an almost absolute 
demonstration that, if the Senate should 
send the bill back amended so as to pro- 
vide for building the canal on the Panama 
route, the House would accept the revision 
without making much fuss over it. 


THE TILT IN: THE HOUSE. 


Lively Bout Between Messrs. Hepburn 
and Canhon—Panama Men's Fights 
for Amendments. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—Messrs. Fletchet 
(Rep., Minn.,) and Lassiter (Dem., Va.,) 
were the two members of the House who 
voted against the Hepburn Canal bill. 

Those opposed to committing the Gov- 
ernment to the Nicaraguan route attempted 
to secure amendments to lodge with the 
President discretionary power to purchase 
and complete the Panama Canal, if it 
could be purchased for $40,000,000. The 
test came on the first vote, when the ad- 
vocates of an alternative route polled 102 
against 170 yotes. At each succeeding vote 
their strength dwindled, until Mr. Cannon 
(Rep., ill.,) under whose leadership the 
fight was made, was unable to get the 
ayes and noes on a motion to recommit. 

The debate, which preceded the taking 
of the final vote, was made distinguished 
by a clash between Mr. Hepburn, the 
author of the bill, and Mr. Cannon, Chair- 
man of the Appropriations Committee. On 
several previous occasions they have meas- 
ured swords over canal legislation. 

The bill, as passed to-day, authorizes 
the President to secure from the States of 
Costa Rica and Nicaragua control of such 
a portion of the territory belonging to said 
States as may be desirable and necessary 
on which to excavate, construct, and pro- 
tect a canal suitable to the wants of mod- 
ern navigation and commerce, and appro- 
priates such a sum as may be necessary 
to secure the control of said territory. 

After securing control of the needed ter- 


ritory the President is to direct the Secre- 
tary of War to construct a canal from the 
Caribbean Sea, at a point near Greytown, 
Nicaragua, by way of Lake Nicaragua, to 
a point on the Pacific Ocean near Brito, 
and also to construct proper harbors at the 
terminals and to make necessary provisions 
for the defense of the canal and harbors. 

The President is empowered to make such 
surveys as may be necessary and to employ 
such persons in constructing the canal as 
may to him seem wise. In the construc- 
tion of the canal the San Juan River and 
Lake Nicaragua shall be used as far as 
they are available. The President is to 
guarantee to the Governments of Costa 
Rica and Nicaragua the use of the canal 
and harbors, upon terms to be agreed upon 
for all vessels owned by those States and 
their citizens. 

The last section of the bill makes a pres- 
ent appropriation of $10,000,000 to carry on 
the work and authorizes the Secretary of 
War to enter into proper contracts for ma- 
terial and work, such work and material 
to be paid for as appropriations may be 
made from time to time. The section fixes 
the aggregate cost at $180,000,000 to be 
drawn from the Treasury on warrants of 
the President. 

Mr. Adamson (Dem., Ga.,) was the first 
speaker to-day. He urged the passage of 
the bill without amendment, and argued 
that the time for action had come, and 
that equivocation now could only result in 
delaying the commencement of the canal. 
Mr. Wooten (Dem., Texas,) said he did not 
fayor an amendment to fortify the canal 
believing that such an amendment savored 
more of spurious sentiment than of sound 
sense. At this point, upon the request of 
Mr. Davis, (Dem., Fla.,) the time for gen- 
or eens was extended from 2 to 2:30

MR. CANNON’S SPEECH. 


Some people, he said, talked of this pra 
posed canal having been agitated for 400 
years and used that as an argument why 
members of Congress should fall over each 
other to vote for the bill.

nformation and against fixed treaty law 
he had been called hard names. 3: 

Mr. Cannon here criticised Mr. Hepburn 
for withholding his speech from the record, 
and Mr. Hepburn, characterizing Mr. Can- 
non’s criticism as ‘‘querulous and for an 
improper purpose,”’ stated that he had only 
exercised a privilege customarily exercised 
by members. But he offered then and there 
to give Mr. Cannon the speech, and sent it 
over to him by a page. -Mr. Cannon de- 
clared that in his recollection no member 
presenting @& measure to undertake a 
work that was to last for the centuries had 
ever pursued such a course. He declared 
it was not decent parliamentary procedure, 
and when Mr. Hepburn made some quick 
reply he observed amid laughter that “ if 
the gentleman from Iowa were.only as 
straightforward as he was flip of tongue 
he would be a better legislator.”’ 

In discussing the language of the bill Mr. 
Cannon asked what was meant by author- 
izing the President to obtain ‘“‘ full control ” 
over the land upon which the canal was to 
be built. Did it mean the purchase and 
ownership of miles of property owned by 
specuiators, both American .and Nicara- 
guan? With great emphasis the speaker 
declared that the bill would be claimed to 
give the President full power not only to 

y Nicaragua and Costa Rica, but the 

aritime Canal Company and European 
and Nicaraguan speculators—how much he 
ould not tell; it might be $5,000,000, $10,- 
600,000, or $25,000,000. 

He Wenounced what he termed the undue 
haste of those who wanted to build this 
canal ‘‘ between now and sw to-mor- 
row.”’ He also objected to the authorization 
the bill contained to negotiate contracts 





for the whole work. Mr. Cannon said he 
would vote for the Morris amendment, and 
if it failed he would move to recommit the 
bill with amendments he had suggested. 

Mr. DeArmond (Dem., Mo.,) Said that the 
question was not as to whether Congress 
would pass a bill for the Isthmian Canal, 
but whether the bill would be matured and 
roper when passed. If confidence existed 
n the President, why should he not be 
given the opportunity to negotiate with 
Colombia or Hicarague, according to the 
information in his possession? Alternative 
authority would enable him to make better 
terms. Experts differed as_ to the ad- 
vantages of the two routes. Why not give 
the President the discretion to select? 

Mr. Vandiver (Dem., Mo.,) and Mr. Hook- 
er (Dem., Miss.,) advocated the passage of 
the unamended bill. 


MR. HEPBURN'S REPLY. 


Mr. Hepburn answered the criticisms ad- 
duced against the bill during the debate, de- 
voting considerable time to Mr. Cannon. 
The ‘‘ gentleman from Illinois," he said, 
demanded clearness and definiteness, yet he 
proposed to support the Morris amend- 
ment, which was “ vague and indefinite.” 

a not impugn the motives of the 


gentleman from Illinois,”’ said he, ** when 
he says he is in favor of this canal. Ina 
yarliamentary sense I am convinced, yet 
j am free to confess that only the obliga- 
tions of parliamentary law would convince 
me, when [ remember that he has invari- 
ably been a stickler for delay.” 

Mr. Hepburn then proceeded to review Mr. 
Cannon's record on canal legislation to 
show that his declarations of friendship 
did not harmonize with his constant course 
of hostile delay. He repeatedly drew ap- 
plause and laughter as he loosed his shafts 
of sarcasm at the Chairman of the Appro- 
priations Committee.

What 
will be the moral effect if this House, by 

practically unanimous vote, indicates its 
purpose to do what the people demand shall 
be done? If the Morris amendment were 
carried, the selection of the Panama route 
would depend upon the attitude of a ma- 
jority of the commission. The choice might 
hinge upon the attitude of one man, and 
no one man should be placed in such a 
position with $40,000,000 in the balance.” 

The bill was read for amendment under 
the five-minute rule. Mr. Shackleford 
«(Dem., Mo.,) offered the amendment to au- 
thorize the President to determine the 
choice of routes, if the property and fran- 
chises of the Panama Company could be 
procured for $40,000,000, After this was 
defeated upon a rising vote, Mr. Parker, 
(Rep., N. J.,) Mr. De Armond, and Mr. 
Burgess (Dem., Texas) offered various 
amendments, which were also voted down. 
The committee then reported the bill to 
the House, whereupon Mr. Cannon moved 
to recommit it with instructions to report 
back within thirty days a substitute to en- 
able the President to acquire the necessary 
rights for a canal from Nicaragua or Co- 
lombia and to authorize him to select the 
route within sixty days.

Mr. Jerome and Railroad Commis- 
sioner Baker Hear Testimony. 


Lesson of Disaster, Mayor Low Says, Is 
that Electric Motive Power Should 
Be Used in the Tunnel. 


Official inquiry into the New York Cen- 
tral tunnel disaster, in which fifteen lives 
were lost and many persons injured, by the 
telescoping of a rear car of the Danbury 
accommodation by an engine drawing the 
White Plains local, was begun yesterday by 
the State and county officials. The inves- 
tigation was conducted by District Attor- 
ney Wiiliam Travers Jerome. State Rail- 
road Commissioner Frank M. Baker, after 
a oonference with the District Attorney, 
decided to co-operate with Mr. Jerome, and 
so participated in the examination of wit- 
nesses, 

The examination of witnesses was 
tically concluded, and much evidence elicit- 
ed. To-day at 10 o'clock, Assistant District 
Attorney Garvan, State 
sioner Baker, and Inspector Schultz, with 
H. Franklin, will make a tour 
of inspection through the tunnel on an en- 
gine from the Grand Central Station 
Mott Haven and return. The signals, track, 
and condition of the tunnel! will be looked 
into. District Attorney Jerome has assigned 
his assistant, Francis P. Garvan, to the en- 
tire charge of.the case, though he intends 
giving the matter as much of his personal 
attention as possible.

M. train. [ know John Wiskar, the engi- 
neer of my train, He was new to it, but 
he’s a sober man and a Christian, if ever 
there was one.” 

Superintendent Bronson declined to give 
Iengineer Wiskar’s record because he had 
told it in confidence to District Attorney 
Jerome. It was, however, learned that he 
entered railroad service in 1883, and went 
from the West Shore Road to the Central 
in August last. He is what is known to 
roundhouse gossips as “a west sider"; 
that is, he has been more identified with 
freight train service than with passenger 
Since August last he has 
been employed at “ firing,” and as an extra 
engineer, but has done more duty as a fire- 
man than as an engimeer. He has, however, 
as a Central employe, been engineer of a 
milk train, and had before this week taken 
trains through the New York tunnel. Last 
Sunday, William Ross, the engineer of 
Train No. 118, reported sick, and Wiskar, 
as an “extra,’’ was assigned to his cab, 
and took trains through the tunnel with- 
out a hitch on Monday and Tuesday.

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RUM FOR AFRICAN NATIVES. 


large Cargoes Shipped to West Const 
from Boston, 
Special to The New York Times. 

BOSTON, Jan. 9.—Boston is still sending 
large quantities of rum to the natives of 
Africa. The schooner Alice J. Crabtree was 
off Nantasket outward bound for the Dark 
Continent to-day, heavily laden with a 
liquid cargo. The Lillian Woodruff, which 
had previously cleared from this port with 
a similar cargo and with a like destination, 
Was reported yesterday morning as having 
arrived in distress at St. Vincent, Cape 
Verde Islands. 

Probably the largest single cargo of rum 
that has been sent to the West Coast of 
Africa of late consisted of 1,000 puncheons, 
or 160,000 gallons, nearly twice the amount 
that went away in the Alice J. Crabtree. 
It is said that the average quantity shipped 
from this port each month is 1,000 pun- 
cheons, or nearly 2,000,000 gallons a year. 
The Boston boats carry no passengers, and 
they carry much other merchiundise besides 
rum and tobacco.

SUBURBAN TOWNS ROUSED| FORUM AYERTS 


Public Opinion Much Excited by the 
Tunnel Disaster. , 


Indignation Meeting Called in New Ro- 
chelle—Mount Vernon’s Mayor Urges 
Concerted Action Against the 
Railroad Company. 


Special to The New York Times. 


NEW ROCHELLE, Jan. 9.—This stricken 
city, although still in the shadow of grief, 
has to-day recovered somewhat from the 
paralyzing shock of the railway tunnel dis- 
aster in New York, and is awakening to 
a sense of intense indignation. As slowly 
the harvest of death reaped in the hole 
under the New York streets is being gar- 
nered in the homes of New Rochelle, the 
townsmen of the dead and the maimed are 
beginning to ask each other not how this 
thing occurred, but why. 

This was the burden of the conversation 
in many places throughout New Rochelle 
to-day, and even among those who stood 
about the station platform with raised hats, 
as from the baggage cars of various trains 
were taken the coffins containing the vic- 
tims. These smoldering fires of indignation 
and wrath broke into blaze this afternoon 
when twenty prominent professional and 
business men met at the home of ex-Mayor 
Michael J. Dillon on Woodland Avenue, 
and the following notice was issued: 


INDIGNATION MEETING. 

Citizens of New Rochelle who desire to give 
expression to the general sentiment of indigna- 
tion prevailing in this community as to the 
indifference of the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford Railroad Company relative to the 
safety of the patrons of that corporation, lead- 
ing to the dreadful catastrophe of Jan. 8, which 
deprives our city of so many valued residents 
by sudden and frightful death, are requested to 
meet at Music Hall, Mechanic Street, Saturday 
evening, Jan. 11, 1902, at 8 o’clock, to take 
action deemed advisable, and appoint necessary 
committees.

It was explained yesterday that the meet- 
ing would give all the citizens an opportu- 
nity to voice the sentiments of the commu- 
nity in regard to the treatment of com- 
muters by the railway company, and was 
expected to result in the formation of 
number of committees to bring about once 
and for all time such a system of railway 
facilities as will safeguard the lives of 
those who are obliged to travel every day. 
The most important of these committees 
will be one which will confer with District 
Attorney Jerome of New York County and 
other State and city authorities and secure 
such evidence as may be needed as to the 
general treatmnt of commuters by the New 
York Central Railroad Company. 

The feeling in New Rochelle has spread 
to-day throughout Westchester County, and 
this morning Mayor Clarke received a let- 
ter from Mayor Fiske of Mount Vernon, 
who, after expressing sympathy with the 
citizens of New Rochelle in their bereave- 
ment, asked Mayor Clarke if he would take 
part in a concerted movement among the 
cities and towns of Westchester County in 
demanding the abolition of steam in all 
local traffic through the tunnel and the 
substitution of electric motor power and 
electric lighting therein. Mayor Fiske also 
sent a ietter to Mayor Walsh of Yonkers 
asking for co-operation, and It is believed 
that every town in the county will join 
in the movement. 

Mayor Clarke was absent all day in New 
York, and so far as known has not de- 
cided what is best to be done. It is thought 
certain, however, that he will lend his in- 
fluence and will probably preside at Satur- 
day's mass meeting in is city. Before he 
left for New York yesterday he issued 
the following proclamation:

THE CENTRAL’S STATION. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Some thirty years ago the late Commo- 
dore Vanderbilt changed the terminus in 
this city of the New York Central and 
Hudson River Railroad from Thirtieth 
Street and Ninth Avenue, and by a zig- 
course from below Spuyten Duyvil 
transferred it to the Grand Central Sta- 
tion, Fourth Avenue and Forty-second 
Street. Why this ill-advised step was taken 
I do not know. I have heard that this 
roundabout road from the Hudson to 
where it joins the Harlem Road above Mott 
Haven is private property and owned by 
the Vanderbilts, and that the Central pays 
rental to them for its use. 

Whether this is so or not, I cannot say, 
but from all points of view it seems to 
me that the old status should be restored; 
that the Central's route should be along 
the river front to a point between Thirtieth 
and Fiftieth Streets, and a suitable station 
built there for all of its immense traffic. 
Surely, the Grand Central Station and its 
approaches are none too adequate for the 
other two roads using them, the New 
Haven and the Harlem. 

Aside from the constant menace and peril 
to life and limb 7 reason of so many trains 
using the tunnel and approaches to the 
Grand Central, the saving of time to the 
express trains of the Central if it had a 
straight line of its own along the Hudson 
River to a terminus as indicated above, 
would be some fifteen or twenty minutes, 
to say nothing of the delays occurring by 
reason of the congestion of the present 
route.

TO AVERT REAR END CRASHES. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The terrible tunnel accident will no doubt 
call out many suggestions by which such 
accidents may in future be avoided. Avoid- 
ance of smoke in the tunnel by the use of 
electricity for propulsion of trains so that 
the engineer might be better able to see if 
there were any obstacle in his way would 
be very useful, but the engineer of a fol- 
lowing train might neglect to regard the 
signal from the train ahead, even though 
such signal could be plainly seen. 

It would seem that the thing necessary to 
be planned against to effectually avoid 
such accidents is human fallibility, stu- 
pidity, or neglect. The negligence may be 
the equivalent of an intentional act, or a 
crime, and treated by the law as such, and 
still such accidents will, from time to time, 
occur, if the reliance is solely upon the in- 
telligence, alertness, or honest intentions 
and efforts of the man who is intrusted 
with the control of the engine, and, there- 
by, with the safety of the train and pas- 
sengers. 

Now the same or a similar mechanism to 
that which sets the block signals can auto- 
matically throw out a projection against 
which, in such case, a lever, extending be- 
low the floor of the engineer's cab and up 
to the lever which shuts off the steam and 
sets the brakes, would impinge, so that 
when such lever strikes such projection 
the steam would be shut off, the brakes 
set, and a bell rung, and all this auto- 
matically and without interfering in any 
manner with the doing of the same acts by 
the engineer, as now, but in this manner in- 
suring that they shall always be done, and 
thereby a rear train prevented from ever 
getting on to the same block with the for- 
ward train. . x.

A’ STRIKE 


Industrial Committee’s First Tri- 
umph in the Clothing Trade. 


NUARY 10, 


Garment Manufacturers and Workers 
Agree to a Compromise—40,000 Men 
Ready to Go Out Before 
Arbitration. 


The first practical result of the confer- 
ence recently held at the New York Board 
of Trade and Transportation under the aus- 
pices of the National Civic Federation be- 
tween representatives of the labor and cap- 
ital interests of the country was the virtual 
settlement yesterday of the bitter contro- 
versy that for many months has been 
waged between the garment cutters and the 
clothing manufacturers of the United 
States. 

Following the mediation of the Committee 
of Thirty-six, the body appointed to offer 
its services in cases of disagreement be- 
tween labor and capital and of which Sen- 
ator Marcus A. Hanna is Chairman, the 
garment workers have agreed to withdraw 
some of their demands and the clothiers 
have consented to allow some of the claims 
which previously they had steadfastly re- 
fused to consider seriously. 

Thus has been averted a strike which, it 
is said by those familiar with the condi- 
tions, would have involved some 40,000 gar- 
ment workers and have tied up every im- 
portant tailoring establishment in the coun- 
try. Nearly a year ago the United Gar- 
ment Workers of America, the union organ- 
ization of garment cutters, asked the cioth- 
ing manufacturers, through the National 
Association, to grant to the cutters a work- 
ing day of eight hours. ‘the day at present 
is nine hours and the cutters are paid from 
#20 to $24, according to grade. 

The clothiers firmiy declined to grant the 
request, however, and let it be known to 
the cutters that no such proposition need 
be fufther urged. The garment workers, in 
turn, Who at that time numbered in their 
organization only ahout 2U,0U0 members, de- 
cided that it was a matter in which the 
lite of their organization was involved, and 
they determined to fight to the end. 

leaders in the union realized, however, 

that an immediate strike would be futile, 
and a movemeit was instituted to increase 
the numerical and financial strength of the 
union. In about ten months the numerical 
force of the organization had increased to 
nearly 40,000 members, all of them pledged 
to the struggle which was impending. In 
addition, a large fund was accumulated. 
_ The manufacturers, on their part, real- 
ized also that the fight would not be a 
parlor discussion, and they held a number 
ot conferences. It was decided that no con- 
cessions would be made, and that the 
clothiers would unanimously deny the de- 
mands that would be formally presented, 
and that, in case of a strike, they would 
not surrender. 

The garment workers decided in Decem- 
ber to take their stand about the first of 
the year. On the i7th of December, how- 
ever, the industrial conference was held, 
and it so happened that both the clothing 
manufacturers and the garment workers 
were represented in the conference. 

When the appointment of the General 
Committee was made by Oscar 8S. Straus, 
President of the Board of Trade and Trans- 
portation, who presided over the confer- 
ence, Marcus M, Marks, President of the 
National Association of Clothing Manufact- 
urers, and Henry White, General Secretary 
of the United Garment Workers of Amer- 
ica, were placed upon this Arbitration 
Board. 

The next step toward a reconciliation be- 
tween these two warring elements was 
taken by Ralph M. Easley, Secretary of the 
General Committee, at the instance of sev- 
eral other members of the board. Mr. Eas- 
ley succeeded in bringing Mr. Marks and 
Mr. White into a conference, and Mr. Eas- 
ley essayed the réle of peacemaker, appeal- 
ing to these representatives of capital and 
labor to settle their own dispute as a sort 
of example of their views of how such disa- 
greements should be decided, 

Several conferences were necessary before 
any agreement could be reached. Finally 
a willingness on the part of both sides to 
compromise was shown, and after more dis- 
cussion the basis for an agreement was 
formulated. 

There was a mecting of several members 
of the Arbitration Board yesterday after- 
noon at which this matter was again dis- 
cussed. Oscar §. Straus, Lewis Nixon, Mr. 
Basley, Mr. Marks, and Mr. White were 
present. After this meeting it was an- 
nounced by Mr. White and Mr. Marks that 
their differences had been practically ad- 
justed, that there would be no strike, and 
that a definite agreement would be signed 
within a short time. They both agreed in 
saying that but for the offices of the Ar- 
bitration Board, neither of their organiza- 
tions could have been induced to compro- 
mise. 

The basis of the compromise is under- 
stood to be that the Garment Workers will 
accept a day of eight hours and a halt, 
and that the clothiers will recede from their 
insistence that employes work the full nine 
hours. ‘Phe garmiciut workers say tnat tnis 
does not mean that they will cease their 
efforts for an eight-hour day, but that they 
will make no threats and do no striking 
to secure their wishes. 

It was said by Mr. White last night that 
the spirit which had been engendered by 
the conference would operate without doubt 
to stop the small tailor and garment wo. k- 
ers’ strikes that occur so frequently in 
cities. The agreement which has been 
reached will apply to the manufacturers 
and cutters in New York, Boston, Phila- 
delphia, Chicago, St. Louis, Syracuse, Utica, 
Rochester, Baltimore, and Cincinnati.

~ DISCUSSION PRECEDES 
PAYNE’S CONFIRMATION 


Wir. Rawlins Brings Up the Uintah 
Mining Matter. 


“Senator Spooner Reads Mr. Payne's De- 
nial that He Was in Florence Com- 
pany Last Summer—Gov. Shaw's 
Name Passes Easily.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—The Senate con- 
firmed the nominations of Leslie M. Shaw 


~ 


for Secretary of the Treasury and Henry C. 
Payne for Postmaster General in to-day’s 
executive session. Before the latter's name 
Was passed upon favorably there was con- 
siderable discussion of his connection with 
the various schemes in which Government 
officials had been interested for getting a 
monopoly of mining privileges on the Uin- 
tah Reservation in Utah. 

Incidentally a new fact was brought out 
—that Mr. Payne's name was used as late 
as last Summer in pushing the scheme. 
Persons interested in the plan have repre- 
sented that he was with them, This he 
denies, and his denial was accepted by the 
Senate. There has been no effort, however, 
to deny that he was one of the leading 
men in the project at the time, from two 
to three years ago, when Government of- 
ficials were surreptitiously using the in- 
fluence of their positions and the power of 
the Government to get the mining privi- 
leges for the concern with which they were 
identified. 

Senator Rawlins (Dem., Utah,) had made 
an attempt to get a hearing before the 
Committee on Post Offices and Post Roads, 
which had charge of Mr. Payne’s confirma- 
tion, but without success. The nomination 
Was reported to the Senate, and Mr. Raw- 
lins laid the facts of Mr. Payne's connec- 


tion with the Florence Mining Company 
before that body, including the fact that 
his name was used last Summer in advanc- 
ing the interests of the concern. In reply 
Senator Spooner (Rep., Wis.,) read a letter 
from Mr. Payne. In this Mr. Payne said 
that the use of his name last Summer was 
unauthorized, and that he had prior to that 
time severed his connection with the com- 
pany. 

Senator Rawlins took occasion to say 
something about the means by which the 
Florence Company and its predecessors had 
attempted to get a lease. It was evident, 
however, that the majority of the Senate 
saw nothing in Mr. Payne's connection 
with the matter at that time to warrant 
holding up his nomination, and there 
Yas no opposition to the confirmation. 

It is considered certain that the Senate 
Committee on Indian Affairs will report 
favorably on Mr. Rawlins’s resolution for 
an investigation of the attempts to exploit 
the Uintah mining lands. The majority 
of the committee are understood to be in 
favor of it, and there is practically no doubt 
that there will be an investigation. When 
it takes place, one of the most interest- 
ing questions which will come up _ will 
be the attitude of the Chairman of the 
House Committee on Indian Affairs, Mr. 
Sherman. 

When George F. Timms and his friends, 
with the aid of Indian Agent Myton, got 
the scheme through the council of the 
Uintah Indians without the knowledge of 
the officials of Utah, and brought their 
delegation of Indians on to Washington, 
Mr. Sherman took an active part in getting 
the matter through the Interior Depart- 
ment. The affair having leaked out while 
the Indians were en route, the Utah dele- 
gation had been apprised of it and were on 
hand to fight the scheme. They were as- 
tonished to find the Chairman of the House 
Committee working for the granting of the 
léase. 

Subsequently, at a hearing before the 
Secretary of the Interior. Senator Rawlins 
charged Mr. Sherman with being imperson- 
ally interested in the success of the Flor- 
ence Mining Company. Mr. Sherman did 
not deny it. 

It is reported that George D. Meiklejohn 
of Nebraska, who was then Assistant Sec- 
retary of War, was relied on by one of the 
rival syndicates in 1899 to aid them. This 
is said to have been the syndicate with 
which Special Commissioner E. R. Harper. 
Indian Agent Myton, and other officials of 
the Indian Office were working. 

Shaw’s nomination to the Secretary- 
ship of the Treasury was confirmed with- 
out comment.

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Talks of the Treasury, but.Says Nothing

Delegation of Leather Dealers See Ways 
and Means Committeemen and 
Urge Action.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—A delegation 
representing the National Association of 
Hide and Leather Dealers saw the Chair- 
man and some other members of the Ways 
and Means Committee to-day and urged 
that the committee make an effort to take 
the duty off hides. Ex-Mayor Schieren of 
Brooklyn was one of the delegation. 

When asked what representations 
been made to the committeemen, 
Schieren would only make _ the 
statement that the delegation earnestly 
asked for free hides. When asked what 
reply Mr. Payne had made to the request 
he said he hardly felt like discussing what 
the Chairman of the Ways and Means 
Committee had said behind closed doors. 

Another member of the delegation was 
a representative of the Western Associa- 
tion of Shoe Jobbers.

The butchers and packers, who are the 
only beneficiaries of the hide tax, do not 
openly oppose the movement for its re- 
peal. Their opposition assumes the guise 
of conservatism. They affect to deplore a

MR. HILL’S FINANCIAL BILL. 


Measure Providing Parity of Silver 
Dollar with Gold Is Favored. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—The first finan- 
cial measure of importance to be .reported 


to the House is that agreed upon to-day by 
the Committee on Coinage, Weights, and 
Measures, providing for the maintenance of 
the legal tender silver dollar at a parity 
with gold and for the increase of the sub- 
sidiary silver coinage. The measure was 
introduced by Representative Hill (Rep.) 
of Connecticut. It was considered last year 
in Congress, and attracted widespread at- 
tention among bankers and financial au- 
thorities. 

Mr. Hill spoke in committee to-day, urg- 
ing that the bill be brought before the 
House at an early date. This was opposed 
by the Democratic members, who were 
against the measure on its merits and pro- 
tested against what they called undue 
haste. Mr. Shafroth (Silver) of Colorado 
sought to have the vote deferred one week 
in order that Alexander Delmar, a writer 
on economic subjects, might be heard. This 
was voted down, and the committee, by a 
party vote, ordered the bill reported. It 
authorizes the coinage of subsidiary silver 
coin without regard to limit and as public 
necessity may require. 


DINNER AT THE WHITE HOUSE. 


Diplomatic Corps Entertained in the 
East Room, Which Was Gorgeously 


Decorated for the Occasion. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—President and 
Mrs. Roosevelt gave their dinner to the 
Diplomatic Corps to-night. The table was 
set in the East Room, used for the first 
time for a purpose of this kind, and covers 
were laid for eighty-five, the largest num- 
ber ever entertained at dinner at one time 
in the White House. The immense double 
“T-shaped table was set off with im- 
mense plaques of pink begonias in maiden- 
hair fern, and towering bunches of white 
roses in crystal vases. Silver candelabra, 
with pink shades, lent a tinge of rich col- 
oring to the scene. 

Mr. Roosevelt sat 
table, with Lady 


the centre of the 
Pauncefote on his right 
and Sefiora de Azpiroz on his left. Di- 
rectly opposite him was Mrs. Roosevelt, 
with the British Ambassador on her right 
and the German Ambassador on her left.

In addition to the myriads of electric lights 
from the chandeliers, there were sprays of 
green lights scattered through the smilax 
which wreathed the large pillars, while the 
immense mirrors were veiled with laurel, 
through which shone a profusion of red 
and white electric lights.

CASE OF LIEUT. COL. HEISTAND. 


Senate Committee Casts No Reflection 
on Government Officials Mentioned 
in Connection with the Affair. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—The Senate Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs unanimously 
agreed to-day upon a report on the case 
making charges against Lieut. Col. H. 0. 

S. Heistand of the army. 

The report cites the charge that Col. 
Heistand, in 1899, was engaged in forming 
a combination for the purpose of controll- 
ing the hemp product of the Philippine Isl- 
ands, and that the names of Assistant Sec- 
retary Miklejohn, Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral Boyd, Assistant Secretary Allen, and 
Adjt. Gen. Corbin had been frequently men- 
tioned by him as associated with him in the 
enterprise. 

It is reported that the charge made in the 
first paragraph of the preamble to the reso- 
lution is not true, the facts in that con- 
nection being that Lieut. Col. (then Major) 
Heistand proposed to Major E. L. Hawkes, 
who had been with the Tenth Volunteer 
infantry, a scheme for establishing a man- 
ufacturing plant in Manila for the manu- 
facture of the hemp product in the islands, 
and suggested that Major Hawkes take 
charge of it, which offer the latter accept- 
ed, The company then prepared a prospec- 
tus and a blank for the names of subscrib- 
ers, but the incorporation never was con- 
summated. 

The committee finds that Heistand and 
Hawkes canvassed the possibility of inter- 
esting the Government officials whose 
names are mentioned in the charges, It is 
found that Heistand wrote to Hawkes in 
1899 as charged, sending documents and 
making suggestions about the Philippine 
tariff, but the committee says that these 
suggestions are capable of different con- 
structions. 

‘*It is,’ claims the report, ‘ impossible 
for the committee to divine Col. Heistand’s 
intention when he said: ‘Of course the 
needs of the future will be met as they 
require,’ referring to the Philippine tariff."’ 

Hawkes made a claim upon Heistand for 
compensation for services, according to the 
committee, but the charge that Assistant 
Secretary Meiklejohn guaranteed to Hawkes 
a position in the Government service in 
part settlement of this claim is not sus- 
tained. On the other hand, it is found that 
Mr. Meiklejohn did in March, 1900, appoint 
Hawkes to the position of Inspector of the 
Customs Service in the Philippines, but 
that this appointment was revoked by Sec- 
retary Root in the May following: 

Other findings are: 

That, while Heistand was the projector 
of the hemp company, he was not author- 
ized to represent the other Government of- 
ficials who were engaged with him; that 
the matter of the adjustment of the tariff 
was never mentioned directly or indirectly 
by Col. Heistand to Gen. Corbin, Assistant 
Secretary Meiklejohn, Assistant Attorney 
General Boyd, or Assistant Secretary Allen; 
that Heistand asked Gen. Corbin to take 
stock and that the latter first assented and 
then declined. 

The testimony concerning the charge that 
Heistand had promises from Assistant Sec- 
retaries Allen and Meiklejohn is repeated 
without comment, but the 


following is 
added: “ Your committee further finds that 
the Assistant Secretary of War, the Hon. 
G. D. Meiklejohn, has not used Govern- 
ment positions for the purpose of paying 
private debts of any officer of the Govern- 
ent.”’

OF THE PHILIPPINES 


Establishment of Civil Rule Must 
Be Gradual. 


Soldiers Now Necessary as a Moral 
Force—Islands to Receive Civil- 
ization Ultimately. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—Secretary Root 
gave an interesting exposition of the condi- 
tion of affairs in the Philippines, together 
with the outiook for replacing military 
with civil rule, before the House Commit- 
tee on Military Affairs to-day. 
ing was on the Army Appropriation bill. 
No exact statement of Mr. Root’s remarks 
was given out, but the following is under- 
stood to embody the more essential feat- 
ures: 

The discussion of the Philippine condi- 
tions was brought out by a question by 
Mr. Hay of Virginia as to whether civil 
government could be maintained ‘in the isl- 
ands without the presence of the army. In 
reply Mr. Root stated that the army was 
necessary as a moral force to maintain the 
civil administration now established. 

One of the main causes, he said, why 
there had not been more progress in the 
Philippines was that the Spooner amend- 
ment, passed by Congress last year and 
restricting the grant of franchises, had 
the effect of preventing the investment of 
capital and the consequent employment of 
labor. Many people were idle, and many 
of these became conspirators simply be- 
cause they were idle. The Secretary in- 
Stanced the fact that, although rice was 
one of the main products of the Philippines, 
yet about $5,000,000 worth of the product 
had to be imported last year. 

In this and many other branches the 
wheels of industry were not moving, the 
people out of employment were encouraged 
in viciousness, and as a result it was nec- 
esssary to keep about 40,000 troops in the 
islands. In some provinces a very satis- 
factory civil administration had been set 
up. But Mr. Root pointed out that even in 
provinces where civil government had been 
a success there were men conspiring to 
assist in warfare in neighboring provinces. 

On the whole, however, the Secretary ex- 
pressed the belief that if Congress enacted 
the bill proposed by Senator Lodge, (Rep., 
Mass.,) or that of Representative Cooper 
(Rep., W is.,) providing systems of laws for 
the Philippines, it would be possible soon to 
reduce gradually the military establishment 
in the islands. He did not believe it would 
be a rapid or complete termination of mili- 
tary rule, as the conditfons among the nat- 
ives were firmly fixed, and it would take 
considerable time to bring about the new 
order of affairs, but better progress had 
been made in the last year than had been 
expected, and Mr. Root expressed the opin- 
ion that civilization ultimately would be 
extended to the people of the islands. 

To illustrate this point, he said that the 
Philippine people had been in effect living 
under a sixteenth century government, and 
the United States wanted to give them a 
twentieth century government. 

The situation in Cuba was discussed only 
briefly, as Mr. Root remarked that we were 
simply trustees there, whereas our interest 
in the Philippines was much more definite 
and extended. particularly over the large 
sweep of public lands. He also stated that 
it was the expectation of the War Depart- 
ment to do away with the army transport 
service, so that the transportation of troops 
would be carried on by private concerns. 

A question had been raised by members 
of the committee as to the propriety of an 
item of $1,000,000 for emergency expenses 
of the War Department. The Secretary 
said the amount was unnecessary, and had 
been estimated through oversight; so the 
committee will doubtless omit this emer- 
gency fund from the bill. 

Mr. Cooper's bill providing a plan of self- 
government for the Philippines after Jan. 
1, 1904, was considered by the House Com- 
mittee on Insular Affairs to-day. The 
author of the measure discussed it in detail, 
pointing out that it followed literally the 
recommendations of the Philippine Com- 
mission, who had in its latest report urged 
that the system of civil government go into 
operation in January. 1904. 

Mr. Cooper (Rep., Wis.,) emphasized the 
fact that, while the new plan of govern- 
ment would be deferred until 1904, the Phil- 
ippine people would at once know their 
status, and a better state of feeling would 
thus be brought about among them. The

THE PROPOSED NEW DEPARTMENT. 


Senate Commerce Committee Reports 
Favorably on Mr. Nelson's Bill. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—A favorable re- 
port on Senator Nelson's (Rep., Minn.) bill 
for the creation of a Department of Com- 
merce was authorized to-day by the Senate 
Committee on Commerce. 

Besides providing for an additional Cabi- 
net member known as a Secretary of Com- 
merce, the bill calls for an Assistant Sec- 
retary, a complement of officers, and many 
offices and bureaus, among them a bureau 
of manufactures and one of mines and min- 
ing. The proposed department is designed 
to promote commerce and gather and fur- 
nish all information upon commerce and in- 
dustries. It will relieve the other depart- 
ments, notably the Treasury, of a great 
amount of work. 


LABOR MEN AT WHITE HOUSE. 


Mr. Roosevelt Entertains Representa- 
tives of Unions at Luncheon. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—Fresident Roose- 
velt had with him at luncheon to-day the 
Attorney General, the Secretary of Agri- 
culture, and a notable gathering of repre- 
sentatives of organized labor. 

The labor men were F. P. Sargent, Chief 
of the Brotherhood of Locomotive Fire- 
men; E. E. Clark, Grand Chief Conductor 
of the Order of Railway Conductors; P. H.

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OF CUBAN RECIPROCITY 


Nebraska Senator Wants Rebates 
Payable to Island Government. 


A Few Planters, He Says, Would Reap 
Benefits from Material Reduction 


on Raw Sugar. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—Senator Dietrich 
(Rep.) of Nebraska made a proposition to- 
concerning tariff concessions to the 
Cubans. This, very likely, will be accepted 
by the various interests which are regard- 
ed as entitled to consideration in the set- 
tlement of the questions involved. Mr. 
Dietrich comes from a beet sugar State, 
and speaks as a representative of beet 
raisers and beet sugar manufacturers. He 
favors a rebate on sugars and tobaccos 
from Cuba, but wants the rebate payable 
to the Cuban Government and not to the 
planters. His statement is as follows: 

“There is a strong sentiment being 
worked up by the Sugar Trust and Cuban 
tobacco interests that, in order to aid 
Cuba, we should make a large reduction 
upon raw sugar and tobacco. So far as 
aiding Cuba is concerned, it seems to me 
that the United States Government has 
been most generous to Cuba, and, under the 
Platt amendment, has practically placed 


at the disposal of Cuba our army and our 
navy, We in that amendment having agreed 
to put down any insurrections and to pro- 
tect Cuba against any foreign powers. 

a This, naturally, compels the United 
States Government to consider the extra 
charge in keeping up the standard of our 
army and our navy. As to benefiting Cuba 
by making a material reduction upon raw 
sugar, my opinion is that the Sugar Trust 
and a few planters will reap the benefit 
rather than the Cuban people as a whole. 
Some are advocating that a rebate should 
be given to the Cuban planters upon the 
sugars imported to this country. I am op- 
posed to that, because the rebate would 
find its way into the hands of the Sugar 
Trust, which will greatly aid it to destroy 
the beet Sugar industry of this country. 

‘The trust has been undertaking to do 
this during the past season by selling sugar 
in the localities where the beet sugar indus- 
try is now established at prices far below 
the cost of production. The cost of produc- 
ing the raw sugars, as compared with the 
refined product, is 93 per cent.: or, in other 
words, in selling $140 worth of refined 
sugar $93 is for the raw material and only 
$7 for the refining. I am favorable to the 
proposition to make a rebate upon sugars 
and tobaccos from Cuba, whether it be 25 
or o) per cent., but insist that it shall be 
turned over to the Cuban Government, to 
be used by it, and not turned over to the 
planters, as is being advocated by some. 

I desire to be understood as meaning 
that the rebate must apply to all kinds of 
sugar, including the refined product. A re- 
bate given to the planters of Cuba would 
not only be an injustice to the growers of 
sugar and tobacco of this country, but 
would work an injustice to all other nations 
producing sugars and tobacco with which 
we are trading. It would certainly be re- 
sented by such nations. By turning this 
rebate into the Cuban treasury the people 
of that island will take the responsibility 
for its expenditure, and if they deem it 
wise to aid directly the growers of tobacco 
and sugar they can do so. Now that Cuba 
is an independent nation, I hold that the 
United States has no right to pay either 
bounty or rebate to any of the particular 
industries of that country.” ~ 

This proposition is said to be satisfactory 
to the Administration, when considered in 
connection with a plan of concessions by 
Cuba on American imports. The scheme 1s 
for the arrangement to go into effect at 
once. So far as the concessions to Cuba go, 
this could be accomplished by act of Con- 
gress. 

To secure reciprocal advantages for this 
country the plan is for the President to 
publish a temporary tariff for Cuba, grant- 
ing preferential rates to our products sent 
there, the understanding being that the 
Cuban Government, when established, shall 
continue the rates. 


SUGAR GROWERS’ PROTEST. 


Mass Meeting Held in New Orleans to 
Take Action Against Concessions. 
Special io The New York Times. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., Jan. 9.—A mass 
meeting of between 300 and 400 representa- 
tive sugar planters was held to-day in the 
Grand Opera House to take action on the 
matter of the proposed concession to pro- 
ducers of cane sugar in Cuba. The meeting 
was called to order by Charles A. Farwell, 


President of the American Cane Growers’ 
Association. On the platform with him were 


; Gen. W. J. Behan, J. Y. Sanders, Speaker 


of the Louisiana House of Representatives, 
and the Vice President and Executive Com- 
mittee of the cane growers. 

Mr. Sanders, Mr. Wilkinson, and other 
delegates made speeches, and a formal 
protest, drawn in accordance with resolu- 
tions adopted, was unanimously approved. 
It will be sent to Washington in charge of 
a committee. It recites that Cuba is now 
calling for further help from her bene- 
factor, the United States, and then con- 
tinues: 

“Our Government may feel inclined to 
aid Cuba, Should it determine to do so 
with full sympathy for the Cubans as can 
actuate any other citizen, the American 
cane growers’ protest against the form 
that the Cubans demand this sympathy 
shall take. We are willing to contribute 
our share to aid Cuba, but we should not be 
called upon to give our all. The method 
single us out from all Americans as the 
victims whose substance shall enrich the 
cane fields of Cuba.”’ 

It is urged that to aid the 1,500,000 -people 
of a foreign State the plan proposed would 
wipe out the sugar industry of Louisiana 
and injure as many native Americans as 
foreigners would be helped. 


GEN. FUNSTON COMES BACK. 


His Health Not Good—Says It Would 
Not Be Advisable to Withdraw 
Troops from His District. 

Special to The New York Times. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal, Jan. 9.—Gen. 
Funston returned on the Warren to-day. 
When asked to give his impressions of the 
condition of the Philippine Islands, he said 
he could not do so, as he had been three 
months in a hospital. Besides, he was 

familiar only with his own district, 

“As soon as I returned to the island a 


year ago,”’ he added, ‘“‘I took command at 
San Isidro, afterward removing my head- 
quarters to San Fernando, which was more 
convenient because it was on the railroad. 
The provinces in my command were Bula- 
can, Pampanga, Pangasinan, and those ly- 
ing to the east toward Subig Bay, six in all. 
We finally drove the insurgents out, and 
for months we had only an occasional 
brush with bands of ladrones, who oper- 
ated by night. 

** My district was perhaps the most dense- 
ly populated of any on the islands, and 
was an exceedingly rich and productive 
country. Only a small portion had been 
cultivated since 1896, but when the season 
for planting opened last Spring the acreage 
increased nearly 100 per cent. The con- 
ditions when I left were very tavorable, 
but I do not believe it would be advisable 
to withdraw the troops stationed there. 
They act as a sort of balance wheel to the 
natives, and as the men of the various regi- 
ments have come to understand the native 
character they know how to control them. 

“Everything had been very quiet and 
peaceful about the larger cities of the dis- 
trict, and it was beginning to be felt that 


it was safe for individuals to live alone. 


This wag often done, but in most cases the 
whites went in parties. At the points where 
only one or two companies were stationed 
the wives and children of the officers were 
living, and they felt secure.” 

If his health permits, the General will re- 
port for duty at the end of two months. He 
does not expect to be placed in command of

Assert in Court that Their Captors De- 
manded Bribes—Recorder Goff 
Investigating. 

In the course of the trial yesterday of 
four young men charged with assault in 
the second degree, Recorder Goff turned 
the case into one of investigating the po- 
licemen who had brought charges against 

the prisoners. 

Joseph Cuoco and his brother Pasquala 
of 243 Mulberry Street, Thomas Salveo and 
Patrick Laffy were the men arraigned be- 
fore the Recorder. Policeman Thomas 
Flynn of the Mulberry Street Station had 
testified that they assaulted him last July 
when he arrested Pasquala Cuoco for par- 
ticipating in a prize fight, and that Police- 
man Wiegand had come to his rescue. He 
was about to leave the stand when the 
lawyer for the defense asked if he knew 
Thomas Smith, a saloon keeper at 88 Bow- 
ery. He said that he did and acknowledged 
that he had talked to him about the case. 
He was then asked if he had received any 
money from Smith and denied that he had. 

At this point the Recorder began ques- 
tioning and the policeman said that he had 
been approached on post by a man who 
wanted him to forget what he had testi- 
fied to before the Grand Jury. The Re- 
corder told the policeman that it was his 
duty to have reported this to the District 
Attorney. 

The young men followed tn the witness 
chair, and though they were warned that 
if their statements should prove false they 
would have to serve long terms in the peni- 
tentiary, they swere that Policeman Flynn 
had demanded money from them. He 
wanted 5150, but after raffling a silver 
watch they were only able to raise $40, 
which Joseph Cuoco said Thomas Smith 
had given to the policeman. Thomas Sal- 
veo said that Cuoco had been forced to 
give Policeman Wiegand $10, which was 
handed to him in a saloon by Smith after 
they had all met outside of the Criminal 
Courts Building, and Wiegand had insisted 
that if Flynn was paid he must also *“* come 
in.’ He said that Joseph Cuoco had bor- 
rowed $5 of this from Smith. 

That he had paid money to the police- 
men was denied by Smith, who admitted 
the loan of money. After a long cross-ex- 
amination by the Recorder Smith acknowl- 
edged that he had said to a boy named 
De Fido, that he had stated when sum- 
moned to the court to testify that he would 
not tell all he knew. 

The case was continued until to-day. 


Leniency Marked the Decisions and the 
Penalties Imposed by the Commis- 
sioner at Police Trials. 


Leniency marked the decisions of Com- 
missioner Partridge presiding at the trials 
of delinquent policemen for the first time 
in this borough, at Headquarters yester- 
day, and fines of one to three days’ pay 
were the rule. Deputy Commissioner Thurs- 
ton sat by the Commissioner's side as the 
cases were heard. There were fifty-three 


on the calendar, mostly for minor infrac- 
tions of discipline. 

“JT am going it rather easy,"’ said Col. 
Partridge, “but | am not going to keep it 
up that way.” 

“I’m not going to sit here day by day 
running a collection agency,’’ he said after 
dismissing debt complaints with a repri- 
mand, adding that the men had better pay 
or leave the force, and as the “off post’”’ 
offenders came before him, he said there 
must be a great improvement in the man- 
ner of patroling, especially between mid- 
niget and 8 o'clock A. M. 

t. Claire J, Henderson testified that he 
Was arrested about two months ago for 
firing a revolver in the street. It was a 
beautiful weapon of the costliest type, he 
said, yet when the order of confiscation 
was revoked and he went to get it from 
the Property Clerk at Headquarters, they 
tried to put him off with a cheap nickel- 

lated affair. Policeman Finnegan of the 
Vest One Hundred and Twenty-fifth 
Street Police Station, who took the weapon 
downtown, and Policemen McLaughlin and 
Hackett of the Property Bureau, were 
charged with being concerned in the sub- 
stitution. The first two were relieved from 
the charge, and Hackett was fined three 
days’ pay for carelessness. 

All cases from the Bronx were adjourned, 
Commissioner Partridge saying that he in- 
tended to comply with the law and try each 
case in the borough in which accused men 
did duty.

Head of Commission Criticises the Ex- 
ecutive — Latter More Determined 
than Ever to Have Bill Passed. 


Special to The New York Times. 


ALBANY, Jan. 9.—The conflict between 
the State Board of Charities and Gov. 
Odell has now become an open one, and in- 
teresting developments are promised. 

William Rhinelander Stewart, the Presi- 
dent of the State Board of Charities, who 
has been here several days, was sent for 
yesterday by Gov. Odell, who called his at- 
tention to an interview which appeared in 
a New York evening paper recently, in 
which Mr. Stewart criticised the Governor's 
recommendation for the abolishment of the 
Board of Managers of State charitable in- 
stitutions. 

3ov. Odell having expressed his displeas- 
ure at Mr. Stewart's utterances, Mr. Stew- 
art retorted: ‘‘I am a constitutional offi- 
cer, and as such I have the right to ex- 
press my views as to the proper conduct of 
the State Board of Charities irrespective of 
any opinion which you, Governor, may 
hold.”’ 

Gov. Odell when seen this afternoon and 
asked about his interview with Mr. Stew- 
art refused to discuss it, although admit- 
ting their difference. 

The Governor is now more determined 

than ever to have a bill put through the 
Legislature carrying out his recommenda- 
tions with regard to the State Board of 
Charities. In addition to the abolishment 
of the Boards of Managers, of which there 
are over 100 in the State, the Governor's 
recommendation included the suggestion 
that the State Board of Charities be per- 
mitted to recommend, subject to the ap- 
proval of the Governor, a Superintendent, 
either from their own number or otherwise, 
With a salary of $5,000 per annum, who 
shali have fuil authority, under such regu- 
lations as may be adopted by them, sub- 
ject to executive approval, over all chari- 
table institutions. 
* When it was remarked to the Governor 
that there was some question as to whether 
the State board had the power to appoint 
a Superintendent under their Constitutional 
authority, the Governor said: ‘“* Well, the 
board has exercised authority outside of 
the Constitution on so many occasions that 
another usurpation ought not to cause any 
trouble, but if there really should be any 
question about their right to make the ap- 
pointment I could make it myself.” 


The Governor's manner plainly showed 


his displeasure at the opposition being of- | 


ferei to his recommendations by the State 
Board. It can be stated authoritatively that 
bill to carry out the recommendations of 
the Governor’s message with regard to 
the management of the State's charitable 
institutions will be introduced next. week, 
and that the power of the administration 
will be exercised to effect its passage.

NEWS OF THE RAILROADS. 


PASS AGREEMENT BROKEN. 


Penusylvania Follows the Lead of the 
Wabash Road. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, Jan. 9.—The pass 
agreement so far as the lines of the Cen- 
tral Passenger Association are concerned 
has been broken. All lines are now ar- 
ranging to send out their annual pass lists, 
although not to so great a number as here- 
tofore. The Wabash is said to be directly 
responsible for the break. 

Its President sent a telegram to the other 
Presidents that the competition of the 


Ohio River lines had compelled him to take 
the step. Vice President McCrea of the 
Pennsylvania is said to have immediately 
followed, and now all the l.nes which have 
hitherto refrained are issuing passes. 

All the roads admit that the competition 
among the so-called Ohio River lines is di- 
rectly responsible for the break, as the East 
and West railroads could not do business 
effectively when intercepted at every point 
by other railroads which had a material ad- 
vantage in traffic—by having their passes 
in the hands of the soliciting force. 


CINCINNATI NORTHERN’S FUTURE. 

TOLEDO, Ohio, Jan. 9.—Officials of the 
Big Four, Lake Shore and Michigan Cen- 
tral held a conference here to-day for the 
purpose of deciding as to the future of 
the Cincinnati Northern Railroad, which 
was acquired by the Vanderbilts some time 
ago. 

It was decided that the Ohio Division, 
formerly known as the Cincinnati, Jack- 
son and Michigan, and extending from 
Franklin, Ohio, to Jackson, Mich., would 
be controlled by the Big Four, although it 
will be operated by the Cincinnati North- 
ern Railroad Company's present officers. 

The Michigan Division, formerly known 
as the D., T. & M., operated between Dun- 
dee, Mich., and Allegan, Mich., will be 
turned over to the Lake Shore and Michi- 
gan Central, and these roads’ will operate 
it jointly. The trains of the company now 
come into Toledo over the Ann Arbor 
tracks from Dundee, but these will be aban- 
doned. The general offices, which are 
now situated here, will be removed, the 
operating department going to Van Wert, 
Ohio, and the traffic department to Jack- 
son, Mich. 


WESTERN RATE WAR EXPECTED. 
Special to The New York Times. 

DENVER, Col., Jan. 9.—The Missouri 
Pacific Company has announced its with- 
drawal from all traffic agreements in 
regard to Colorado and Utah, 

As a consequence, all freight tariffs are 
again thrown into the chaotic condition 
prevailing between Mississippi River 
and Colorado common points, throughout 
December, when fifth-class rates were 
freely slashed from 77 cents to 25 cents. 
The Missouri Pacific was the aggressor in 
rate cutting during that period, and ag- 
gressively pushed its business regardless 
of fines or reprimands, 

With the Missouri Pacific cutting rates 
to Colorado, the Rio Grande and the Color- 
ado Midland will be used to carry goods 
West at tariff, unless the slash permeates 
Colorado as well. 


WEST VIRGINIA CENTRAL. 


BALTIMORE, Jan. 9.—C. H. Livingstone, 
private secretary to Senator Elkins of West 


‘Virginia, is quoted here as reiterating the 


Senator's denial of the rumored sale of 


West Virginia Central Railroad to 


either -he Pennsylvania or Wabash sys- 
tems. He explains the rumor as follows: 

“The reports are probably due to the 
fact that the company has undertaken to 
broaden the basis of its operations, and in 
doing, this has bought additional coal lands 
and rights of way for exiensions east and 
west. In doing this we have been negotiat- 
ing with different persons, and judging 
by reports, every fellow we have been 
dealing with has bought the road. 

“Our westerly extension will be to the 
Little Kanawha River to connect with the 
Litthkee Kanawha River Railroad... ‘he lat- 
ter will take the West Virginia Central to 
Parkersburg, where it will meet the Wa- 
bash Railroad. The Wabash has completed 
its plans to build to Parkersburg and has 
let a contract for the construction of a 
bridge across the Ohio River at that place 
and approaches, to cost $1,000,000." 


INQUIRY AS TO GRAIN RATES. 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., Jan, 9.—Seven wit- 
nesses were examined t.-day by the Inter- 
State Commerce Commissioners in the in- 
quiry regarding grain rates from Western 
points to the Atlantic seaboard and other 


Eastern destinations. They returned to 
Chicago to-night, after omnes that 
the investigation would be resumed in that 
city Jan. 24, when, it is believed, several 
big railway officials will be called. 

“The expected rush of railroad officials 
and grain shippers to confess they had 
made and received freight rebates or cut 
rates did not occur to-day, In fact, what 
information was elicited was obtained only 
after persistent questioning on the part of 
the Commissioners. The most direct ad- 
mission was that of John A. Robinson of 
the firm of Mall & Robinson, Kansas City, 
which is said to control the export grain 
business of the Missouri Psgffic. 

He admitted that W. D. Smith, Freight 
Traffic Manager of the Missouri Pacific, 
made him a rate on export grain of from 3 
to 5 ¢ents per hundred lower than the pub- 
lished export tariff. Other testimony went 
to show that Kansas City was made to suf- 
fer from discrimination by through lines 
because of the arbitrary rate on grain in 
effect here. Only three members of the 
commission attended the hearing. They 
were Judson C. Clements of Georgia, Charles 
A. Prouty of Vermont, and James D. Yeo- 
mans of lowa. 


Dr. Webb Says He Controls the Rutland. 


MONTREAL, Jan. 9.—Dr. W. Seward 
Webb, accompanied by 8. R. Callaway and 
Dr. Bingham, was in the city to-day. In 
an interview he admitted having acquired 
a controlling interest in the Rutland Rail- 
‘way, and stated that an attempt would be 
made to bring the South Shore and the 

uebec Southern Railways, in which he 
also has an interest, under the same man- 
agement as the Rutland, so as to obtain an 
entrance into Quebec. He does not expect 
that Senator Clement will sever his con- 
nection with the Rutland Road, and hopes 
to retain his co-operation. 


Railroad Reported to Have Been Sold. 
MARION, Ind., Jan. 9.—A report is in 


circulation here to the effect that the Cin- 
cinnati, Richmond and Muncie Railroad 
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Company has disposed of its property to 
the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific Rail- 
road Company. The report is denied, but 
it is not definitely denied that such a dea: 
is pending. The Cincinnati, Richmond and 
Muncie Company is building the new road 
between Cincinnati and Chicago through 
this city. It is already completed between 
Cottage Grove, Ohio, and Peru, Ind., and 
regular trains are in operation. It soon will 
be completed to North Judson. 


A New Road in Missouri. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Jan. 9.—The 
Secretary of State issued a charter to-day 
to the St. Louis, Hillsborough and South- 
ern Railroad Company of St. Louis, with a 
capital stock of $1,000,000. The incorpo- 
rators, most of whom are St. Louis men, 
will extend the road from St. Louis to 
Hillsborough, in Jefferson County, a dis- 
tance of forty miles.

Jameés E. Sullivan, President of the Ama-

basket ball team, said yesterday that the 
five members of the team disqualified for 
playing against the unregistered team of 
the Fifteenth Separate Company at Pough- 
keepsie on Tuesday night would be rein- 
stated in full standing at a meeting of the 
Registration Committee of the Amateur 
Athletic Union to be held this morning. 


The Morningside manager explained that 
his players were not intentionally guilty of 
playing an unregistered tegm, and Mr. Sul- 
livan agreed that the offense was slight. 

although the satisfactory outcome of this 
disqualification has come speedily for Co- 
lumbia, there is none the less considerable 
feeling among the players over the inter- 
ference of the Amateur Athletic Union in 
college athletics. 

Columbia's players say that in their spe- 
cial cases it is preposterous for them to be 
required to register as amateurs in an out- 
side union when their standing as such has 
been established beyond question by the 
college Faculty committee, whose severity 
in this respect has become notorious in the 
last few months. 

Altogether it looks as if there were to be 
developments in the relations between col- 
lege basket ball payers and the Amateur 
Athletic Union. he manager of the Co- 
lumbia team promises to set the ball rolling 
in this regard by getting into communica- 
tion with the Yale manager, whose team 
has also been disqualified.

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IMMEDIATE. HELP FOR CUBA. 

Mr. HAVEMEYER’s advocacy of the re- 
moval of the duties on raw sugar seems 
to have had an instantaneous effect upon 
Mr. OXNARD and the representatives of 
the Louisiana cane-sugar_ interests. 
When Mr. HAVEMEYER at the annual | 
meeting of the American Sugar Refining 
Company said that if the duty on raw 
sugar were removed “the price of the 
refined would permit of its being used 
by the poorest people, and the people 
are beginning to characterize the tax on 
sugar as a hunger tax” he did not put 
himself in a position where his motives 
were likely to be misconstrued. His 
heart may now and then throb with 
sympathy for the poor, but the powers 
of his acute mind are employed chiefly in 
studying the interests of the Sugar Trust. 
Everybody understands that. Neverthe- 
less, when he practically promised a re- 
duction in the price of refined sugar as 
@ consequence of the removal of raw 
sugar duties he put the beet-sugar in- 
terest represented by Mr. OXNARD in a 
position it could not afford to occupy. 

Mr. OXNARD has opposed any and all 
tinkering with the sugar duties, even for 
the relief of the starving Cubans. Mr. 
HAVEMEYER advocates not only the re- 
lief of Cuban producers, but of Amer- 
ican consumers. This move of his great 
rival has forced Mr. OXNARD to retreat 
from his extreme and perfectly selfish 
position. It is reported from Washing- 
ton that the representatives of beet and

cane sugar have now agreed to a “ com- 
promise’ plan. The Cubans have asked 
for a remission of 50 per cent. of the 
raw-sugar duties. The compromise plan 
agreed to provides that during the cal- 
endar year 1902 a drawback of 50 per 
eent. of the existing duties shall be paid 
to Cuban planters on all molasses and 
raw ‘sugar of their own production ex- 
ported to this country. On other Cuban 
produets a direct remission of 50 per 
cent, is to be granted.

BREAKING THE HOARD. 
The resolutions of Mr. SuLzErR, intro- 
duced in the House on Wednesday, di- 
recting the Secretary of the Treasury as 
to the deposit of surplus Government 
funds, are likely to have the hearty sup- 
port of all who have given to the situa- 
ticn careful study. The plan is to de- 
posit all surplus funds in National banks 
on the following conditions: The bank 
must have a capital of not less than 
$500,000 and a surplus of not less than 
$500,000; the deposit must not exceed 
the capital and surplus of the bank; the 
interest must be paid on the deposit at 
the rate of 2 per cent.; the deposit must 
be a first lien on the assets of the bank. 
This is a bold proposition, in the light 
of the obstinate opposition to any plan 
of relief for the difficulties of the Treas- 
ury as yet proposed. It is not in the 
least bold, considering the actual facts. 
The absurdity and mischief of locking 
up the surplus money of the Govern- 
ment, like a miser’s hoard, have long 
been plain to the financiers of the coun- 
try. It is absurd because the money 
is not a whit safer than it would be in 
the banks under the conditions named. 
It is mischievous because it locks up a 
surplus that may be very large at a time 
when the actual use of the money is 
needed and could be amply secured. And 
dt is an injustice to the whole country 


because the revenues of the Government 
might be increased by the interest. In- 
deed,.it has been shown by the statisti- 
cian of the Treasury Department that a 
system such as is proposed by Mr. SuL- 
ZER, had it been in operation since the 
foundation of the banks under the pres- 
ent law, would have returned to the Gov- 
ernment, that is, to the taxpayers, over 
$30,000,000. 

The chief mischief of the present plan 
of loaning only on déposit of National 
bends is that the supply of bonds is en- 
tirely inadequate, and is constantly de- 
creasing; that the supply is likely to be 
the smallest when the need is greatest, 
and that there is no normal relation be- 
tween ‘the supply of security and the 
need of restoring idle money to circula- 
tion. At first glance it may seem that 
the requirement that the Government 
claim for its deposits shall be a first 
lien on the assets is unfair to other de- 
positors, but it is not. Under the pres- 
ent plan the Government holds the 
choicest assets of the banks in which it 
has deposits, and holds them at a figure 
far bélow their actual market value, 
which really is an unfairness to other 
creditors. Prudently managed, it is not 
easy to see how there cOouid be any disad- 
vantage for the bank or for the Govern- 
ment in this plan, while the advantages 
would be great for both. 


A JUST PLACING OF RESPONSIBILITY 

It is quite probable that the Directors 
of the New York Central and Hudson 
River Railroad feel much aggrieved at 
the outburst of popular indignation 
against themselves ‘occasioned by the 
slaughter of passengers in the Park Ave- 
nue tunnel. No doubt they are greatly 
shocked and regret the incident exceed- 
ingly. They have reasons for this, not 
the least of which is the responsibility 
in pecuniary damages which must be 
faced. It is also probable that they will 
resent pwith virtuous indignation the im- 
putation that they are in any way direct- 
ly or indirectly responsible for the dis- 
tressing calamity, and will consider 
themselves much persecuted if held up 
to reprobation on the ground of negli- 
gence. Probably they are incapable of 
understanding that for what they doubt- 
less consider popular misjudgment of 
themselves and their official acts they 
have only themselves to blame. They have 
not done the best they could, and they 
have sedulously refrained from saying or 
doing anything which would lead the 
public to believe that they were honestly 
trying to do the best that could be done. 
The conditions existing in the tunnel 
have long and justly been the cause of 
public complaint, and a recent Grand 
Jury made them the subject of a presen- 
tation. What have these gentlemen done 
or authorized others to do to warrant the 
belief that they cared what the public 
thought or the Grand Jury said? 

An accident similar to that of Wednes- 
day last occurred in the tunnel between 
HRighty-fourth and WBighty-fifth Streets 
on the 20th of February, 1891. A “ wild- 
eat” shop train, going from Forty-sec- 
ond Street to the Mott Haven yards, 
was stopped for some reason in the tun- 
nel, and while thus stalled was run into 
and telescoped by the New Haven local 
train which followed it. Seven persons 
were killed and many injured. The in- 
quest which followed was the most thor- 
ough technical inquiry of which there is 
record. It was a painstaking and ex- 
tremely intelligent investigation, lasting 
days, and resulted in a verdict 
that the engineer of the New Haven 
train failed to see the danger signals 
which should have caused him to stop 
his train because of the smoke and steam 
which filled the tunnel. The jury called 
for better ventilation of the tunnel, but 
attempt at better ventilation has

sance have shown that they cannot be 
trusted to do what intelligent self-inter- 
prompted them to do 
Any further toleration of their 
indifference to the public comfort and 
the public safety will be rendered im- 
possible by the fact that every officer of 
the new administration having jurisdic- 
tion in the matter will exhaust his pow- 
ers to compel the immediate reform of 
the tunnel conditions. If they fail, the 
Legislature will find itself under the 
necessity of effective action. The cor- 
poration is very powerful, but scarcely 
powerful enough to compel the people of 
New York to tolerate the continuance of 
the present tunnel conditions. 
Meanwhile the treatment of the engi- 
neer of the White Plains express is 
shocking to the public sense of justice. 
To lock him up without the privilege of 
bail, like one caught red-handed in will- 
ful murder, when everything known goes 
to show that he was required to perform 
the impossible, savors of the ancient 
superstition of the scapegoat on whose 
head the sins of the people were laid 
and who was stoned to death unless able 
to escape to the hills, where the wild 
beasts would get him. Is it probable 
that this unhappy man, who seéms to 
be losing his reason in confinement, was 
solely to blame, or that out of sheer 
recklessness he drove his train upon the 
one ahead of him? This is inconceivable. 
The responsibility rests higher up, and 
has rested .there at least since 1891, when 
a similar accident was shown to have 
been caused by smoke and steam obscur- 
ing the signal lights. It no doubt suits 
the management of the railroad very 
well to have this unfortunate man 
charged with individual responsibility for 
the disaster, but the people of New York 
are more just than to hold him solely 
responsible for what he may have been

THE TROUBLE AT NIU-CHWANG. 

That a party of man-o’-‘var’s-men 
ashore should get to fighting with a 
party of sailors—or, for that matter, of 
soldiers—of another nationality “is not 
an unprecedented incident, and would 
not of itself constitute an international 
“question.” If that were all that had 
happened at Niu-Chwang the incident 
would be closed as soon as the contu- 
sions of combat had subsided. 

But it appedrs that the hostility mani- 
fested by the British and American sail- 
ors, on the one hand,“tind the Russian 
soldiers, on the other, is shared, though 
not so crudely expressed, by the naval 
and consular officers stationed there, 
and doubtless also by such commercial 
agents as there may be there of British 
or American firms. In fact, the latter 
have the most tangible grievance. 

The foreign naval and consular offi- 
cers must share the impression of all 
Britons and Americans informed upon 
the subject, that Russia holds the port 
at all upon false pretenses, and that the 
rights secured to foreigners in the port 
by treaty with China are denied by Rus- 
sia, which has simply seized the place 
and refuses to surrender it to China, its 
rightful owner. We reprinted some time 
ago enough of a British blue book on 
the subject to indicate that Russia has 
been behaving in respect to Manchuria 
with systematic bad faith, and that while 
she was officially assuring mankind that 
her occupation of Manchuria was “ tem- 
porary and for the purpose of pacifica- 
tion only ” she was taking every step to 
make it permanent. 

This is calculated to irritate foreign 
naval officers and consular officials who 
find themselves deprived, on what they 
regard as false pretenses, of their treaty 
rights in a Chinese port. But their case 
is not so hard as the cases of their re- 
spective countrymen who are trying to 
do business under the protection of a 
treaty with China and who find them- 
selves baffled by Russian occupation. 
For one of the things that Russia did in 
Niu-Chwang, the chief port of Man- 
churia, was to take charge, a year or 
more ago, of the Custom House and 
levy and collect Russian duties on im- 
ported goods. This, we suppose, was 
done “temporarily and for the purpose 
of pacification only,” although there is 
no pretense that Manchuria is not now 
thoroughly pacified. But the actual re- 
sult of Russia’s action, following the pre- 
vious disturbances, is that the rapidly 
growing business we had been doing at 
Niu-Chwang has dwindled faster than it 
grew and that Russia has managed to 
nullify our treaty rights, so far as these 
protected our commercial interests. That 
is the really irritating fact that gives 
international significance to the street 
fights of Americans and Russians, and 
it is likely long to outlast the physical 
injuries of the combatants. 


NOT A UNIVERSITY. 

There seems to be a misunderstanding 
in the minds of a good many newspa- 
pers writers in regard to the true nat- 
ure of the work that Mr. CARNEGIE’S 
latest splendid gift for education is in- 
tended to accomplish. The aim has been 
referred to in a number of instances as 
a university. It is not intended to be 
that at all, but something far more 
beneficent in its effects, and more wide- 
reaching in its influence. 

Substantially the ten millions that Mr. 
CARNEGIE has given to the Carnegie Is- 
stitution will be used to promote through 
all time the pursuit of original research 
in ali lines of inquiry. The gentlemen 
who recently met in Washington and or- 
ganized under the laws of the District of 
Columbia and the State of Maryland will 
in due time elect a Board of Trustees, 
with power to fill vacancies in their 
number, the body thus being made con- 
tinuous and self-perpetuating, and these 
Trustees will have the direction of the 
expenditure of the income of the splendid 
feundation provided by Mr. CARNEGIE. 
In this task it is to be assumed that they 
will seek the counsel of the most experi- 
enced and expert scholars and investiga- 
tors, and that they will undertake to 
cover as wide a variety of fields as pos- 
sible and to cover them in a way to make 
the results most fruitful. But they will 
not, as we are informed, even consider 
the plan of including a university in their 
work, that not being contemplated by Mr. 
CARNEGIE himself. 

Practically the beneficence of Mr. Car- 
NEGIE will be directed to carrying out on 
a much extended scale the general prin- 
ciple recommended by the Committee of 
the National Educational Association, 
with reference to the employment of the 
scientific collections and resources of the 
National Government at Washington. 
The radical difference between a univer- 
sity and the work of research provided 
for by the Carnegie Institution is that 
the former must be situated at one place, 
and must use a large part of its funds 
for installation, and then must devote 
another large part to teaching that can 
be obtained as well from other sources. 
The latter can be prosecuted in any part 
of the country where the conditions are 
most favorable, it requires relatively in- 
expensive “plant,” and the funds de- 
signed for it can be devoted wholly to it, 
while the results cannot be secured in 
any other way. 

It is quite doubtful whether another 
university is needed in this country. It 
is not doubtful at all that the income of 
ten millions used to “promote research 
in all the higher branches of inves- 
tigation; fhus supplementing and en- 
riching the efforts of all universities, 
would render a service many times 
greater than could be obtained from a 
new university. Indeed, this is precise- 
ly the direction in which, as yet, the 
higher education in the United States 
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has fallen short of the level of the best 
in other lands, and of the best that ought 
to be done in our own land. This fact 
is clearly recognized, and has been re- 
peatedly and emphatically urged by the 
most able and learned of our educators. 
It is a most fortunate thing that a man 
of Mr. CARNEGIn’s ample means and gen- 
erous disposition has had the intelligence 
and foresight to perceivg this need and 
providé for it in such noble fashion. 
His libraries are bound to be of untold 
usefulness, but the usefulness of this 
latest gift will be of a different kind. 
It opens the way of knowledge in every 
direction at the point where existing 
resources relatively fail. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—wWednesday’s accident in the Park 
Avenue tunnel having emphasized the fal- 
libility of what is supposed to be the best 
of the railway signal systems hitherto 
used, much public and some official atten- 
tion will naturally be given to a device 
which has recently been developed by Mr. 
A. C. Martin, the chief dispatcher of the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy Railway, 
and which is soon to be tested by actual 
operation on a section of the Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois line. We have \already 
printed a brief dispatch concerning the new 
system, and can now present further de- 
tails of it, taken from The Chicago Trib- 
une. Mr. MARTIN abandons entirely all 
block lights or signals beside the track 
and depending for efficiency, first, on prop- 
er manipulation by the man in the signal 
tower, and, second, on being seen by the 
engineer as he passes them, often at high 
speed and when the weather conditions are 
highly unfavorable. Instead the train it- 
self does the manipulating, and the signals 
are in the engine cab, under the engineer's 
eye, where he can hardly fail to see them 
as long as he retains his senses. It is ex- 
plained that the ordinary track circuit used 
in operating all automatic signals furnishes 
the necessary electrical power. In the cab 
of each locomotive are placed two minia- 
ture lamps, one white and the other red. 
When the engine is in service one or the 
other of these lamps burns all the time. 
When the white light burns the train can 
proceed in absolute safety, as it indicates 
that the track is clear of all obstacles for 
one and one-half miles ahead. When the 
white light goes out and the red flashes it 
indicates that the track is clear for three- 
quarters of a mile, but that in the-succeed- 
ing “block’’ danger exists, and the -en- 
gineer must bring his train to a stop be- 
fore reaching the second block. A train 
passing over these blocks will control the 
instruments at the block intersection in 
such a’manner that a train entering the 
second block in the rear of the first train 
will receive the stop signal. Switches, de- 
rails, fouling points, and train order sig- 
nals are so connected with this system that 
any derangement of their parts will change 
the signal from white to red in an ap- 
proaching engine three-quarters of a mile 
away. As the work of a practical railroad 
man, this system presumably has merit. 
Obviously it decreases the dependence on 
human care, but it apparently places great- 
er dependence on the constant and perfect 
working of a mechanical device, and opin- 
ions differ as to whether men or machines 
are the more trustworthy in the long run. 


—-Some most delicate and difficult ques- 
tions are raised by Assemblyman Sgy- 
MOUR’S bill so to extend the principal of ex- 
tradition that it shall cover persons whose 
testimony is desired in felony cases by 
courts outside of whose jurisdiction those 
persons have placed themselves and into 
which they refuse, for one reason or an- 
other, to return. Mr. Seymour was moved 
to prepare his bill because certain men with 
knowledge of a murder committed in Grand 
Isle, Vt., have betaken themselves across 
Lake Champlain into this State and insist 
on staying where they are. There is noth- 
ing new in the case, for similar ones have 
been reported from time to time all over 
the country, and all New Yorkers will in- 
stantly remember a murder trial not yet 
settled, the course’ of which was interfered 
with by the impossibility of compelling the 
attendance of witnesses residing on the 
other side of the Hudson. But though it 
is evident that the administration of justice 
would often be facilitated if. required or 
desired evidence could be secured without 
regard to limits of local jurisdiction, it is 
necessary to remember that witnesses are 
not criminals, that the liberty of men who 
have committed no wrong to live where 
they choose and not to go where they do 
not choose should not be infringed lightly 
or for other than the gravest reasons, and 
that in all probability a problem of such 
long standing and such common recognition 
would have been solved years and years 
ago if the very simple device suggested by 
Mr. Smrymour could do it. At best, the 
extradition of witnesses could only be per- 
mitted; it could not be compelled by one 
State as against another, and Federal 
action would_be inadmissible in such cases. 
The extradition of criminals, even, is not 
compulsory, and though the arguments in 
its favor are very strong, much stronger 
than those for the extradition of witnesses, 
serious trouble has more than once been 
narrowly avoided when one State asked an- 
other to give up a man on grounds which 
the other State deemed inadequate. It is 
safe enough to prophesy that in the fut- 
ure, as in the past, the action of a wit- 
ness outside the jurisdiction of the court 
that wants him will depend on the wit- 
ness’s own sense of duty or interest. 


—Such excitement as may have been 
caused—and we understand that it was con- 
siderable—by the report that students were 
hereafter to be allowed to duplicate the 
German ‘“kommers” in “the MHarvard 
Union, seems to have had but a small 
foundation of fact. Neither the university 
authorities nor the undergraduates, accord- 
ing to the latest information, have any de- 
sire or intention of imitating a foreign cus- 
tom which now has few defenders even in 
the places where, along with many anothef 
deplorable anachronism, it still survives. 
What really happened, The Boston Herald 
reveals, was a certain slight relaxation of 
the union’s rules, the purpose being to 
make the institution serve to a greater ex- 
tent the wishes of its founders. In order 
that as many as possible of the student 
clubs could hold their meetings in the build- 
ing, occasional or-permanent quarters were 
assigned to each. Some of the clubs, how- 
ever, did not take advantage of the facili- 
ties offered, for the reason that it had been 
their custom to have beer, ale, or light 
wines served at their meetings in the pri- 
vate rooms of the members. “The only 
way," says The Herald, “to carry out the 
original idea of the Trustees of the union 
to have all the student clubs meet there 
was to allow them to bring their beer or 
ale with them if they so desired, and this 
was accordingly done. Every possible check 
was placed upon this license, so that It is 
necessary even now to go through a great 
deal of red tape in order to have the liquor 
brought to the union. Absolutely none is 
served by the union itself, and whatever 
is brought in by the students must be 
used in their clubrooms, and, if any is left, 
it must be taken away.” This discloses, of 
course, one of those ‘‘compromises with 
evil” which so enrage the advocates of 
compulsory teetotalism, but others will see 
in it only a practical effort to substitute 
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Only those to whom the recognition of un- 
pleasant facts is abhorrent will be much 
worried by the union’s innovation. 


—When one remembers the number and 
quality of the things of which that most 
remarkable of ancient dames, the Dowager 
Empress of China, is not afraid, the fact 
that locomotive whistles fill her with ter- 
ror is provocative of—interest. Not of 
surprise, for the Empress is both a woman 
and Chinese, so she has a double right 
to be calm in the midst of real dangers 
and to develop her nerves for use on 
trifles. ‘To plot the massacre of foreign- 
ers, to supply the headsman with occupa- 
tion, to keep a Son of Heaven under her 
thumb, and to hold her own against the 
conspiracies of envious rivals, innumerable 
and powerful—those are not the things to 
disturb the equanimity of a woman with 
the blood and training of this one. The 
shriek of a locomotive is different. She 
knows perfectly well that the sound is 
harmless, but to shudder at it is not only 
an amusing occupation for an idle moment, 
but it proves, in a way, the possession of 
delicate sensibilities, and so aright to con- 
siderate attention. If the Superintendent 
of the imperial railway train had ignored 
the request of the ancient dame she would 
have squealed a bit, she would have hated 
him bitterly, but no serious consequences 
would have followed. As the request was 
not ignored, the Empress and the Superin- 
tendent acquired a kindly feeling for each 
other, and human peculiarities were again 
illustrated in the guise of inconsistencies— 
which they never really are. 


AMERICA AND THE CORONATION. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The public press has suggested that Pres- 
ident Roosevelt request ex-President Cleve- 
land to represent this Government at the 
approaching coronation of his Majesty Ed- 
ward VII., King of Great Britain and Ire- 
land, Emperor of India, Australasia, South 
Africa, Egypt, and all parts adjacent. 

For the honor of our good name as a 
people, it is to be hoped that our honored 
ex-President will have too much Repub- 
lican patriotism and dignity to lend his 
presence to that mediaeval ceremony. This 
old ceremony, with all its impressive gran- 
deur, has lost its charm except to those 
who are still in the childhood of the race. 

The United States as a republican Gov- 
ernment whose officials are elected by the 
people for limited terms, cannot consistent- 


ly sympathize with a crowned head suc- 
ceeding to his place by the divine right of 
birth and in whose elevation to his digni- 
fied position the people have no voice. 

We have no sympathy with that monar- 
chical Government, founded on aristocracy 
of birth and privilege. While we cherish 
good will toward its people, and treat its 
officials with courtesy and justice, there 
is no reason for effusive manifestations of 
sympathy in their demonstrations of loy- 
alty which really belong to a past age, and 
which the world has outgrown. Most as- 
suredly for the leading republic of the world 
to go out of the way to send a special rep- 
resentative to the coronation of a monarch 
whose Government is exerting all its power 
to crush two infant republics, upon the 
borders of its territory, and conducting its 
warfare against them in a most barbarous 
manner, is wholly wrong. 

Qur people proclaim the doctrine ‘“ that 
government dérives its just powers from 
the consent of the governed,’’ and believe 
the immortal martyr, whose monuments 
are being erected by a grateful people, 
“that forcible annexation is criminal ag- 
gression.” 

We cannot consistently by special atten- 
tions lend countenance and approval to a 
Government that in a flagrant manner de- 
nies these maxims by waging a two years’ 
war against people to whom she had by 
solemn treaties guaranteed the right of self- 
government, and by foree seeking to annex 
their territories to the dominion of the 
British crown, and declaring that nothing 
less than ‘the obliteration of their inde- 
rendence will satisfy her. For this Repub- 
Hie to send an honored Commissioner with 
special gratutations to this blotter-out of 
republics, at this time and under these cir- 
cumstances, would not only be grossly in- 
consistent, but a great crime. If the people 
of Great Britain enjoy this thing we can- 
not object, but will wash our hands of it.

BJORNSON’S DRAMA GIVEN 


Played by Pupils of American 
Academy of Dramatic Arts. 


Some Peculiarities of Girl Studentso— 
Stage Falls Extraordinary—What 
the Managers and Actors 
Are Doing. 


Novices in the art of acting yesterday 
afternoon presented at the Empire Thea- 
tre Bjérnstjerne Bjérnson’s drama “ Pas- 
tor Sang.”” A matinée of the American 
Academy of Dramatic Arts and Empire 
Theatre School of Acting would appeal 
primarily to those persons interested in the 
individual performers, but in this case the 
fact that the Nerwegian play was to be 
presented for the first time in this city 
made for a more general interest, especial- 
ly as Mrs. Patrick Campbell is to pro- 
duce it during her engagement next week. 

The play known in the English version as 
“Beyond Human Power” will call for a 
more extended review than is possible now, 
both by reason of its literary significance 
and its theatrical effectiveness—or other- 
wise. Of the last-named qualities it would 
be unfair to judge until something like 
the best possible professional skill is 
brought to bear upon it. 

Treating of the effect of miracles upon 
the faith and mentality of a community 
and upon individuals, its subject is one 
that may not be lightly or easily handied. 

The young actors gave a respectable per- 
formance, which is saying much in face of 
the difficulties which confronted them. 
They succeeded best in those parts of the 
play where the dramatist has given move- 
ment and life by theatric device rather 
than in those parts which are didactic 
and philosophic. 

Alice Harrington, who appeared as the 
invalid wife, made to rise from her sick 
bed through the faith of her miracie-work- 
ing husband, Pastor Sang, displayed con- 
siderable ability. The over long scene of 
exposition in the first act is one that leaves 
doubt as to whether even a most skillful 
artist could bring into its minor key enough 
variety to relieve the monotony. 

As Adolph Sang, John Heidelbach also 
gave evidence of a talent that would seem 
worth cultivating. The others who contrib- 
uated to a generally interesting perform- 
ance were Grant Mitchell, Maurice Wil- 
kinson, J. Wilson Lindsay, George Clancy, 
Alfred McHenry, Arthur Story, Ellis Har- 
ris, Robert O’Connor, Rachel Acton, Mar- 
garet Kirker, Stella Freidberg, and Elaine 
Hastings. 

A one-act play, “The Ambassador's 
Burglar,’”’ by Caroline Duer, enabled Kath- 
ryn Moore to display a germ of comic 
spirit, the others in thé cast being Irene 
Hobson, Arthur Story, Gaston Bell, and 
Alfred McHenry.

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An unworked field for the enterprising 
dramatist ought to be the ‘‘ School of Act- 
ing Girl.”” She suggests a theme rich in 
suggestion for farce of the truly humorous 
kind, though, like most things essentially 
comic, there often lurks a tear behind the 
smile. 

But. the psychological phase of the 
School of Acting Girl is worth independent 
study.

memorial. But the School of Acting Girl 
frequently says and does original things 
when not on parade.

She generally has a lofty notion of her 
work’s importance, and no matter how 
trivial her part in an actual performance 
there are plenty of friends to note some- 
thing in it to mark her for future great- 
ness. 

Not so long ago one of these aspiring 
ones was chosen to “ walk on” in a scene 
where several women gather in a tea room. 


The girl had served as an “extra” in a 
previous production at the same theatre, 
but only had to walk across the stage. In 
the present scene, however, the several wo- 
men were ordered to chatter in a chorus. 
As a result the School of Acting Girl was 
blissful, and her friends delighted. 

“‘It certainly seems like getting on,” ex- 
claimed the aspirant, ‘“‘to be sure, we all 
speak together, but th_n it's something to 
feel that your voice is a part of the pro- 
duction.” 

And the good-natured friend emphasizes 
the joy with such satisfying comment as: 

“Yes! And I heard your voice above all 
the rest.”’ 

The pathetic part of it all was voiced 
yesterday by a well-known manager, who 
remarked on the thousands of these hope- 
fuls who make the annual pilgrimage to 
New York, of whom only a moiety ever 
really get engagements, and of whom even 
less accomplish anything worth while.

The sensational falls of the several acro- 
batic actors in “A Gentleman of France” 
are evidently the result of much careful 
training, but are none»the less exciting on 
that account.

Miss Cottlow’s Recital. 


Miss Augusta Cottlow gave a piano recie 
tal last night at Mendelssohn Hall. Her 
programme consisted of the Bach-Busonf 
prelude and fugue in D major, Mendels- 
sohn’s “ Variations Sérieuses,” Brahms’s 
B minor rhapsody and A flat intermezzo, 
Chopin’s sonata in B. minor, Tschaikow- 
sky’s romance in F minor,.the Schubert- 
Liszt ‘‘Der Lindenbaum,” and. - Liszt's 
étude in D flat and E major polonaise. 
Miss Cottlow was known to the public of 
this city some years ago as a juvenile 


prodigy, who played the piano. with aston- 
ishing rapidity and a muscular power 
amazing in one so small. The young lady, 
now grown to maturity, has. not increased 
much in physical stature, and has not lost 
her early traits as a pianist. 

Her playing last evening was. distin- 
guished by great speed and force. These 
are admirable qualities in a war projectile, 
and at times are essential to good piano 
playing. But dissociated from certain other 
elements, they are not sufficient. Miss 
Cottlow showed an overfondness for the 
“loud” pedal, continually blurring her play- 
ing, and a pronounced reluctance to make 
use of the other pedal, which is such am 
important factor in the modern pianist’s 
art. The young lady’s finger work, while 
very rapid, was not sure, and her tone was 
generally hard and glacial. In short, her 
technical equipment, so far as it was pos- 
sible to judge of it in last night’s concert, 
which ought to have disclosed it fully, is 
not yet complete. Hope might. be enter- 
tained if, behind the inadequate technic had 
been discernable a poetic spirit; But it 
must be confessed that this was not dis¢ 
coverable.

PAINTINGS BY ELLEN EMMET. 


Miss Ellen G. Emmet has filled the largq@ 
gallery of Messrs. Durand-Ruel with two4 
score portraits and sketches which testify 
in brilliant- fashion to her industry and 
talent, and possess besides a quality that 
one rarely finds in the work of women, 
Glancing about the walls, it is hard ta 
believe that these vigorous paintings, 
greatly varied in. workmanship, im tonal 
qualities, and in values, are by “a “Woman 
at all. They look like .the collection of hid 
studies and finished portraits made by a@ 
vigorous young’ man who has tried a good 
many painters’ camps, one after the other 
—Munich, Paris, London, and New York- - 
without having made up his mind to which 
style the preference should be given, Here 
are portraits with dark backgrounds and 
exaggerated effects of light against dark, 
such as Lenbach uses in Munich, and 
quick, dashy sketches of faces in the mod- 
ern Frans Hals way, and highly colored, 
somewhat hard-modeled portraits that sug- 
gest likenesses taken in the open air under 
strong sunlight, and faded profiles like 
those we find on old scraped frescoes in 
Florence, and crude, downright full-length 
likenesses that belong in the Royal Acad- 
emy, London. There is an exuberance of 
physical strength here which is naturally 
a surprise in the brushwork of a lady, and 
a young lady besides—for it is stated that 
Miss Emmet far this side of the age 
beyond which no one of her sex is expected 
to pass. She seems to run with ease over 
half a dozen different methods, and in each 
have something intelligible and noteworthy 
to say. 

Were one to muster carefully the forty 
paintings and seek the most pleasing, @ 
small genre picture not very highly fin- 
ished, which is doubtless also a portrait, 
would be the choice. It is a plain sitting 
reom, with glimpse of kitchen beyond, and 
“Madame Delaisment,’’ a rotund bour- 
geoise, seated at the deal table, on which 
are materials for the dinner. Values are 
nicely kept; there is no attempt to dash 
things into shape; the pose and expressic 1 
are charming. Mme. Deiaisment’s farm in 
Normandy is also nicely painted, though 
cruelly skied. ‘ Grenville,”” a boy leaning 
against a white pillow, is one of the best 
portrait heads, and so is the head of Miss 
Mary Foote, firmly painted, expressive, and 
simple. Among the life-size portraits with 
dark backgrounds that of Mr. Leslie Clarke- 
Pell is good, and among those with light 
backgrounds that of little Miss Jeannette 
Jennings is the best. We have here a 
pretty scheme of color suited to.a child 
and a distinctly individual face. Women 
and children are painted a little more sym- 
pathetically by Miss Emmet than are men; 
witness the striking full-length of Mrs. 
Thomas Suffern Tailer, in a black dregs, 
a slender figure, whose gown sweeps round 
in a fine forward curve of skirts, and the 
seated portrait of Mrs. A. R. Peabody, with 
her two children beside her. Still, there 
are exceptional portraits of men, as, for 
example, the likeness of Mr. Frederick 
MacMonnies, the sculptor, which, along 
with a certain awkwardness in composition, 
owing to the position of his right arm, is 
very living, and: has in its painting lots of 
“go.” The studio interior, with Mr. Mac- 
Monnies at his easél hard at work on a 
painting, is likewise excellent, but the 
third attempt to dépict the sculptor-paint- 
er is a sad failure and should have been 
skied out of the gallery. am 

Miss Emmet has been painting in New 
York and Paris, apparently latest in the 
latter city, and with Mr. MacMonnies, who 
has taken with as much energy to br ‘ 
and easel as he showed some time agu™ - 
when he was turning out sculpture at a 
rapid rate. The laurels of M. Paul Dubois 
in both branches of the fine arts seem to 
have fired him to emulation; perhaps -be- 
fore long we shall have some specimens of 
his new passion in art over here. 

If fault is to be found in the surprisingiy 
able work Miss Emmet exhibits, it would 
be to ask that she give a little more atmos- 
phere to some of her portraits, allowing 
them to seem better enveloped and sur- 
rounded by air and getting accessories fur- 
ther back. Such a portrait as that of Mr. 
Walter Jennings, for example, who stands 
in riding costume before his horse, would 
be improved if horse and background took 
their places better in their several planes 
behind the figure. The same may be said 
of Messrs. Patrick O’Sullivan and Vietor 
Biegel, both at the piano, in whose can- 
vases the piano comes a little too much for- 
ward toward the first plane. These . 
however, scarcely to be termed faults, since 
they are matters that greater oxperiagee 
will cure. The exhibit not only shows in 
the lady a very remarkable tatent, but un- 
usual promise; a promise that shows itself 
in the bold attack of a problem and the 
impression of reserve strength one gets 
from fully half of the*pictures shown. |

GERMANY’S COLONIAL POLICY. 


Ridiculed by Herr Richter in the Reich- 
stag—Correspondent of Cologne 


Gazette Makes Accusations. 


BERLIN, Jan. 9.—Herr Richter, who is 
regarded even by the Ministers as knowing 
as much about economic questions as any | 
Statesman in Germany, entertained the 
Reichstag several hours to-day with ridi- 
cule of Germany’s colonial policy. While, 
he said, the simplest and most necessary 
home needs were neglected, anything de- 
manded on behalf of the colonies was voted 
enthusiastically, under the illusion — that 
such action increased the greatness of the 
empire abroad. While reforms in railroad 
management at home were deferred, mill- 
ions of marks were sunk in malarial Afri- 
can swamps. 

Among these “ fantastic schemes of world 
politics,"’ Herr Richter included Kiao-Chow. 
He said that Germany's landing there had 
been accomplished as easily as in an oper- 
etta, and that since that time 47,000,000 
marks ($11,186,000) had been wasted there.

GERMANY AND THE DREIBUND. 


Count von Buelow Hints that the Ailli- 
ance Is No Longer an Absolute 
Necessity to the Empire. 


BERLIN, Jan. 9.—In the course of Chan- 
cellor von Biilow’s speech in the Reichstag 


“The Franco-Italian agreements concern- 
ing certain Mediterranean questions are in 
no way in opposition to the Triple Alliance. 
We can regard the further development of 
affairs with all the more tranquillity be- 
cause the situation to-day is essentially 


different from that in 1870, when the late 
Prince Bismarck and Count Andrassy laid 
the foundations of the Triple Allance. No 
one can now use the argument prevalent 
thirty years ago. ‘If we do not choose a 
suitable moment for attacking Germany she 
will choose her moment for attacking us.’ 

“To-day, if any one should speak of 
warlike intentions on the part of the Ger- 
Emperor and the German Empire, 
such calumny would fall to the ground.” 

This statement is regarded as being of 
the first political importance, as the al- 
liance has not yet been renewed for an- 
other term. Vienna advices, however, say 
that it is expected there that it will be re- 
newed.

| some concern among those politicians who 


consider the Triple Alliance essential to 
Germany’s security. 

The Vossische Zeitung regards Count von 
Biilow’s speech as nothing less than a de- 
nunciation of the Dreibund, while other 
newspapers see in it a plain statement to 
the world that the Chancellor is tired of 
the incessant declarations that the treaty 
must be renewed for Germany’s safety, and 
that he believes Germany strong enough to 
stand alone should Austria or Italy try to 
insert fresh conditions in the Dreibund. 


A GERMAN STEEL COMBINE. 


Frankfurter Zeitung Says One Is Being 
Formed, and that It Will Include 
All Branches of the Industry. 


BERLIN, Jan. 9.—The foremost financial 


authority in Germany, the Frankfurter 
Zeitung, announces that the great steel 
makers of the empire are forming a com- 


bination which will include all branches of 
the steel industry. 

The Frankfurter Zeitung also says that 
German concerns have received orders for 
25,000 tons of spiegel-eisen through London 
for American ac account. 


THE CLAIMS ON VENEZUELA. 


PARIS, Jan. 9.—It is learned in official 
quarters that Frenchmen having claims 
against Venezuela are urging the Govern- 
ment to adopt coercive measures, and that 
the Government is undecided whether to 
do so or not. 

Nevertheless, in view of the possibility 
of such action, France has informally 
sounded Washington on America’s feeling 
in regard to the matter. 

It can be positively said that whatever 
action France may take will be absolutely 
independent of Germany, with which coun- 


try there will be no co-operation. 

The authorities here are waiting for a 
turn of events in the civil war in Vene- 
zuela, but in any case France’s action will 
be quite non-political, and will be confined 
to obialning satisfaction for material in- 
jury to the interests of French citizens. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—It is understood 
that the assurance as to the position of the 
United States respecting the enforcement of 
foreign claims against Venezuela have all 
been predicated upon the very clear and 
concise statement of President Roosevy:it 
in his message to Congress. It has been’ 
made clear to all inquirers that the main 
purpose of the United States is that there 
shall be no extension of European sover- 
eignty in America, but within that limit 
there is not likely to be any interference 
on this country’s part. 

The United States itself is interested 
through a number of its citizens ta claims 
somewhat similar to those urged by Ger- 
many and France. Claimants have arisen 
in different parts of the United States since 
the German opening of this question, and 
they are insisting that the State Depart- 
ment press their claims. The matter is 
under consideration, but there is no dispo- 
sition toward undue haste, as it is realized 
that the situation in Venezuela may change 
suddenly through internal influences.

LIQUOR AT ‘HARVARD UNION. 


University Authorities E Explain that the 
Use of intoxicants in Clubrooms 
Will Not Be Unrestricted. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Jan. 9.—From the 
President's office at Harvird University 
a statement has been issued, prompted by 
reports recently sent out from here con- 
cerning the use of alcoholic liquors at the 
Harvard Union. The statement says that 
reports have given the impression that 
hereafter the use of liquor in the club- 
rooms will be free and unrestricted. As a 
matter of fact, the original ruling of the 
‘frustees still holds good, that no liquor 
should be kept in the building and that no 
liquor should be drunk by the students or 
others in the general dining or living rooms 
of the club. 

Continuing the statement says: 

“The question had been recently raised 
whether clubs which had held occasional 
ere in private rooms in Cambridge at 
which beer and ale were served with other 
refreshments, should be allowed similar 
privileges in these rooms. 

“These rooms are entirely” distinct from 
the rest of the club, and persons not mem- 
bers of the club attending meetings in them 
are not allowed access to the other parts 
of the house. The recent action of the 
Trustees Was merely a permissive one, 
provided no improper use should be made 
of such liberty, and provided the use of 
liquor was not associated thereby with the 
general uses of the Union. The Trustees | 
of the Union do not approve the use of 
intoxicating liquors by student organiza- 
tions. So far as the Union itself is con- 
— it is a total abstinence organiza- 
tion.”

GEN. FRANCIS . J. HERRON DEAD.

Gen. Francis Jay Herron, one of Grant’s 
famous commanders, who enjoyed the dis-

He was appointed 
Brigadier General of Volunteers July 29, 
1865, and commanded the) Army of the 
Frontier during the battle of Prairie Grove, 
for which he was made Major General of 
Volunteers Nov. 19, 1862. Gen. Herron ne- 
gotiated and in June, 1865, received the 
formal surrender of all the Confederate 
forces west of the Mississipp

Brush and Rogers Add More Fuel 
to the Controversy. 


SODEN’S REPLY TO SPALDING 


The Boston Magnate Is Satisfied to 


Abide by the Court’s Decision— 
Hanlon Still with Brooklyn. 


od 


More fuel was thrown upon the contro- 
versial fires of baseball yesterday, and as 
a result the flames flared up with greater 
energy in various sections of the wordy 
bonfire that continues to hold the gaze of 
all baseball enthusiasts interested in the 
future of the National Leagué. The fire 
of words stil keeps warm, but thus far 
hardly anything has been produced but 
ashes. The New York Club seems to be as 
far away as ever from securing the hoped- 
for Hanlon ingot, for the manager of the 
Brooklyn Baseball Club has gone out with 
a firm denial that he has agreed to any 
contract to manage the New Yorks for 
the coming year. From the multitude of 
words that is being bandied back and forth, 
genuine lovers of the game have looked in 
vain for something definite, but not a sign 
of peace or a friendly settlement has yet 
appeared. 

John T. Brush of the Cincinnati Club 
added his fuel to the war of words yester- 
day when, in replying to Spalding’s recent 
letter to him, Brush winds up by saying, 
“Your efforts have reminded me very 


much of an Ohio River steamboat which 
had a boiler eight feet long and a whistle 
twelve feet long, and every time it whistled 
the boat stopped.”’ 

This amusing comparison brought forth 
many an amusing “ ha-ha’"’ from the side 
inimicable to Spalding, but beyond starting 
a laugh Brush’s letter will evidently have 
no more influence upon settling the con- 
troversy than will Spalding’s long letter to 
the owner of the Cinicinnati Club. 

Col. John I. Rogers of the Philadelphia 
Club gave out a long and verbose state- 
ment in which he dwells with careful 
minuteness upon the proceedings in the re- 
cent annual meeting which resulted in the 
election of Spalding. The old arguments of 
Spalding’s legal election are thrashed over 
again, and in closing he indulges mildly in 
the gentle art of personalities by saying: 

** Much has been said about excluding this 
or that man from baseball councils, and 
Mr. Spalding has not been chary about ex- 
pressing his opinions on such exclusion, 
but I have reason to know that it is the 
baseball policies, or politics,- of Messrs. 
Brush, Robison, and Freedman against 
which he has declared war. It is what is 
publicly known as * Brushism’ and * Freed- 
manism,’ and not the personalities of 
Messrs. Brush and Freedman that he has 
attacked. That ptblic sentiment has un- 
equivocally indorsed his declaration of war 
on these ‘isms’ is so universially conceded 
that further proof would be superfluous, It 
is for the minority now to say whether they 
shall join with the majority (for the Bos- 
ton Club, by sentiment and promise, are 
with us) and ratify, if it needs ratification, 
Mr. Spalding’s election as President of the 
National League, thus insuring public con- 
fidence, public approval, and sequential 
public patronage.” 

Whether or not Soden and the Boston 
club are with Spalding is a point that still 
remains somewhat obscured. The _ letter 
from Soden to Spalding in reply to the lat- 
ter’s request for suggestions on the present 
baseball tangle has not yet been made pub- 
lic because, as Spalding said, he had not 
received Soden’s permission to do so. It 
was learned yesterday that Soden said in 
his reply, which was very brief, that he was 
perfectly satisfied to have the courts pass 
upon the questions at issue and should take 
no radical step until the courts had so de- 
cided, and then he would abide by the de- 
cision. The Freedman faction unhesitat- 
ingly said that Spalding did not want to 
give out the letter because it was a disap- 
pointment to him, inasmuch as the claims 
that the Boston club would soon come to 
Spalding’s support had utterly failed to 
materialize. : 

Andrew Freedman had nothing of impor- 
tance to add yesterday, although he read 
Mr. Brush's letter with keen amusement. 
In view of the fact that ne has stated very 
positively that Hanlon had accepted a 
twenty-five-thousand-dollar contract for 
two years to manage the New York club, 
while Hanlon himself stated the opposite 
very positively, Mr. Freedman was asked 
if he could throw any light upon this ap- 
parent discrepancy.

Racing Association, held at the office,

advertising, printing, and salaries, 

A. 8. Gilbert, of Mayer & Gilbert, who 
appeared for Kagan, said his client held 
$11,000 worth of stock in the association, 
$10,000 of which he had had for ten years 
past, while he had acquired the other $1,000 
a year ago. The old association had been 
completely organized about that time, the 
stock having been purchased by the present 
stockholders, or the majority of them.

Lawyer Goddon of Davies, Stone & Auer- 
bach, who fepresented the association, op- 
posed the motion, and said an inspection 
of the books had not been denied Eagan, 
but Secretary Knapp had not felt that .:e 
was at liberty to permit him to go througa 
the books and vouchers until the Board of 
Directors had met and considered that sub- 
ject.

JOCKEY CLUB INVOLVED. 


With the filing of a brief on behalf of 
The Jockey Club by its counsel, Davies, 
Stone & Auerbach, in the United States 
Circuit Court yesterday, in support of the 
prosecution in the so-called Bennett pool- 
room case, the fight between the poolroom 
interests, who are attacking the constitu- 
tionality of the Percy-Gray racing act, and 
the various racing associations, who are 
defending the law, assumes a new phase, 


and The Jockey Club and the State Racing 
Commission, though not parties to the case, 
practically appear as the opponents of the 
poolroom people, while the District Attor- 
ney’s office, which conducted the case 
against Bennett in the State Court, before 
it was transferred to the United States 
Court. on Bennett's appeal, practically re- 
tires from the contest pending the decision 
of the United States Court in the matter. 

Charles Bennett, who was an employe of 
“The? Allen, was arrested several months 
ago for conducting a poolroom, and was 
indicted by the Grand Jury. His trial in the 
Court of General Sessions was abruptly 
suspended by the action of his counsel, 
John R. Dos Passos, who had the case 
transferred to the United States Circuit 
Court on the ground that, as he alleged, 
the Percy-Gray act was in violation of the 
United States Constitution in that it vio- 
lated the Fourteenth Amendment, which 
prohibits the imposition of different pen- 
alties for the same offense. This put a 
different aspect on the case, by attacking 
the Constitutionality of the racing law, 
from a new standpoint, and one which had 
not previously been taken into considera- 
tion. 

The administrauon of the race tracks is 
under the direction of The Jockey Club 
and the State Racing Commission, which 
realized that the situation was serious, and 
that they must fight for the Constiution- 
ality of the racing law. Accordingly, The 
Jockey Club has entered the conflict and 
taken up the defense of the law, both on 
its own account and that of the State 
Racing Commission. 

In case Justice Lacombe decides against 
Bennett, he will be remanded to the State 
courts, where his trial will be resumed. [f 
he is held for trial in the United States 
court, it will mean that there will be prac- 
tically no more prosecutions under the 
racing law, as the poolroom people would 
promptly transfer the cases to the United 
States courts. In either case the losing 
party will appeal, and, if necessary, will 
carry the case to the United States Su- 
preme Court, either diréctly from the Unit- 
ed States court or through the State courts. 


King Edward Enters His Horses. 


LONDON, Jan. 9.—King Edward has en- 
tered, in his own name, several horses for 
the Spring handicaps, the entries for which 
were issued this afternoon. Messrs, Whit- 
ney, Keene, Croker, and other Americans 
will be represented in the leading events, 
all of which are well filled. Sportsmen an- 
ticipate that the return of the King to the 
turf will give the sport an-impetus which 
it lacked last year.

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


The stock market yesterday was one 
of specialties, with most of the buyipg 
and selling reflecting nothing more nor 
less than the operations of the profes- 
sionals who for some time have been 
in contro] of the market. Some of these 
specialties advanced and some of them 
declined, but save and except in Man- 
hattan and Sugar there was no evidence 
of public interest. So narrow, indeed, 
was the market that these two stocks 
and Union Pacific contributed almost 
one-half of the entire market transac- 
tions of 690,000 shares. Manhattan was 
dcalt in to the extent of 121,000 shares, 
advancing at one time over four points; 
the dealings in Union Pacific ran up to 
over 101,000 shares, while in Sugar the 
total transactions were 73,000 shares. 

As was to be expected under the cir- 
cumstances—the public largely out of the 
market and the professionals in control— 
prices seesawed in surprising fashion 
for a time, reflecting the shifting posi- 
tion of the professionals, and finally 
broke rather sharply on evidence that 
banking interests opposed to the advance 
in Union Pacific at this time had been 
selling that stock, and on a report that 
the Atchison system contemplated a 
fresh bond issue. As will appear from 
the official statement elsewhere present- 
ed in respect to this Atchison matter, the 
report Is at least premature. If an issue 
is finally decided upon It will, it is un- 
derstood, be for the purchase of a smaller 
system whose acquiremtent will be a dis- 
tinct advantage to the Atchison system. 

Beyond this there is nothing to be said 
of the market as a whole, for speculative 
sentiment is so altogether fickle that 
price movements founded on it are never 
substantial or lasting. Indeed, it would 
not in the least surprise were the mar- 
ket, after a weak opening to-day, im- 
mediately to reverse its position and 
start up again. One thing is certain, and 
that is that, whatever temporary fluc- 
tuations may show, the leading banking 
interests in the Street continue hopeful 


of the future. 

London yesterday traded in this mar- 
ket to the extent of about 20,000 shares, 
ali of which were sales. 


MANHATTAN’S RISE. 

The feature of yesterday’s market was 
the decided activity and strength of Man- 
hattan, that issue rising at one time over 4 
points and in spite of very heavy realizing 
sales closing for the day at a net gain of 
2% points. The buying was on a very ex- 
tensive scale, one brokerage | ouse known 
as a Gould house alone taking 25,000 
shares of the stock, in which the.total deal- 
ings were 121,000 shares. Vanderbilt brok- 
ers also were active as purchasers, while a 


fair amount of outside buying was in evi- 
dence. 

Two reasons were offered for the ad- 
vance. One of these was that the accident 
in the New York Central tunnel will hasten 
a traffic arrangement between the Cen- 
tral and Manhattan, if indeed it does not 
result in the out-and-out purchase of the 
elevated system by the Vanderbilts. The 
other was the successful operation of the 
experimental electric train over the Second 
Avenue line, causing the putting out of es- 
timates as to the economies to be worked— 
and therefore the greater net returns to be 
shown—when the entire system shall be 
electrically operated. 


UNION PACIFIC'S DECLINE. 

Wall Street was treated yesterday to a 
rather interesting exhibition in the nature 
of a contest between speculative and in- 
vestment interests in Union Pacific—the 
speculative element, under the lead of a 
Western operator, being anxious to put the 
stock up while the interests immediately 
identified with the property seemed desir- 


ous of preventing any speculative advance 
at this time. 

It will be recalled that on the day pre- 
vious the stock on very heavy transactions 
had jumped up from 101% to above 104 and 
had closed at the top figure. This, it de- 
veloped after the close of business on that 
day, was due to purchases by John W. 
Gates and his friends. Yesterday, contrary 
to general expectations, the stock opened 
down nearly half a point, partir as a re- 
sult of selling by London. It promptly ral- 
lied to 104%, but only for a moment, declin- 
ing from that figure and finally, after 
much irregularity, falling to 102%, where 
it closed, a net loss of 1% points, on deal- 
ings in 101,000 shares. 

There was absolutely no news on the 
stock, but it was apparent that every time 
Mr. Gates and his friends undertook to bid 
up the price they encountered a line of 
stock from leading interests in the prop- 
erty who seem determined to check any 
speculation in it at present. 


ATCHISON’S AFFAIRS. 

The seling of the Atchison stocks in the 
late trading yesterday, this helping to 
weaken the remainder of the list, more 
especially the Grangers, was on the re- 
port that the Atchison officials contemplate 
a new bond issue. This, the Street, de- 
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clared, would be decidedly a bear card for 
the reason that with its large earnings the 
Atchison should not be compelled to resort 
to any bond issue—this theory being pre- 


sumably in the belief than any issue would 
be in the ordinary course of business. 

President Ripley of Atchison, who is in 
the city at present, seen in respect to the 
matter, said: 

“The report of any intention on our part 
to issue new bonds is certainly premature 
and may not be justified by developments. 
I do not care to discuss the matter in de- 
tail at present, in advance ‘of the Direc- 
tors’ meeting, but I can assure you that 
if any issue is to be made the public and 


the stockholders will be made aware of it | 


in due time, for we have no reason to keep 
any of our business secret. 

““I_may say, in this connection, that if 
any bond issue is decided upon it will be 
a fair guess to hazard that it will not be 
for new equipment, improvements, or bet- 
terments, but will be for something en- 
tirely different that will be of decided ad- 
vantage to our stockholders. Incidentally 
I may say we have spent no less than $13,- 
(00,000 on improvements, &c., since July 
last, SO you can see we are in no need of 
money for such purpose. If the issue is 
made stockholders will not be at all dis- 
satisfied with its purpose.” 


SUGAR’S UPS AND DOWNS. 

The fluctuations in Sugar Trust stock yes- 
terday were more or less remarkable, even 
for a stock noted for its pyrotechnics, as 
Sugar undoubtedly is. Strength was shown 
at one moment and weakness the next, 
fluctuations of a point or more occurring 
every few minutes. The extreme figures 
show the high at 125% and the low, which 
was the close, at 12214, making a net loss 
of 2 points on dealings in ?3,000 shares. 

The buying was said to be largely by 
Washington houses and for the account of 
Mr. Havemeyer and his friends, the ex- 
pectation being on their part (so the Street 
Story was) that the Congressional! action to 
be taken in regard to the tariff/on Cuban 
cane sugar will certainly be along the 
lines of decreased duties suggested by Mr. 
Havemeyer—the trust being expected to 
benefit by the greater consumption to fol- 
low cheaper sugar. : 

The selling was largely to take profits, 
most of the orders for this account coming 
from Boston. 


ST. PAUL’S SHARP BREAK. 

The break of over 2% points in St. Paul 
was said to be due to selling by a number 
of houses who were opposed to the rise in 
Union Pacific, and who—wishing to discour- 
age outside buying—not only sold Union 
Pacific, but also St. Paul and. some of 
the coalers, in order to influence Sentiment 
adversely. , 

It is said to be the purpose of these in- 
terests to prevent any new “false start” 
in the general market, such as that which 
came immediately after the new year, 
which it is now declared was premature. 


« 
SOME GENERAL STOCKS. 
Dealings in the stocks of the United 
States Steel Corporation were on a much 
smaller scale than on any day recently, 
the total for the two issues barely exceed- 
ing 50,000 shares. They were weak prac- 
tically all day, largely as the result of 
profit taking sales and selling by profes- 
sionals, who continue to deplore that 
the recent quarterly statement was “ dis- 

appointing.”’ 

In the Vanderbilt issues the usually 
quiet Nickel Plate shares of a sudden came 
to life, decided strength developing with 
the renewed activity, the common appre- 
ciating 2 points, the first preferred 2% 
points, and the second preferred 114 points. 
According to reports heard in the Street, 
the dividend on the second preferred is to 
- _ and the first preferred re- 

red. 

The seven-point advance in Panhandle 
was due to buying by Philadelphia houses, 
said to be for the account of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad, which has been reported 
as a buyer ever since the first dividend dec- 
laration on the stock.

Holders of a large amount of stock of the 
Gas and Electric Company of Bergen Coun- 
ty, N. J., have entered into a stockholders’ 
agreement for the purpose of readjustment 
of the affairs of the company, and the re- 
organization of its finances.

Electric Vehicle Co.’s Capital. 

At the annual meeting of the New York 
Electric Vehicle and Transportation Com- 
pany in Jersey City yesterday, it was de- 
cided to decrease the capital stock of the 
company from $25,000,000 to $5,000,000, It 
was announced some time ago that it was 
the intention to do this. The reason was 
that only 20 per cent. had been paid in on 
the capitalization, and rather than make 
any further assessments it was thought 
best to decrease the par value of the shares 
to $20 and call all the stock paid up. 


Bank Consolidation Plan Off. 

President Thomas T. Barr of the Nassau 
National Bank of Brooklyn said yesterday 
that all negotiations were off respecting the 
proposed consolidation of his institution 
with that of the Corn Exchange Bank in 
Manhattan. The Brooklyn bank's Directo- 
rate has as members several members of 
the Directorate of the Corn Exchange 
Bank. A proposition for a sale was recently 
submitted to the Corn Exchange Bank, but 
was not satisfactory.

REAL ESTATE TRANSFERS. 


In the following list *‘ mtg’ stands for mort- 
gage and ‘‘RS”’ for revenue stamps. The war 
revenue law, as amended, provides that a 
cent stamp shall be placed on all conveyances 
where the consideration or value exceeds $2,500 
and is under $3,000. Twenty-five addi- 
tional is required for each $500 of consideration 
over $3,000. This ‘ consideration’’ has been 
held to mean only the equity above the mort- 
gage, except in rare cases where the purchaser 
assumes payment of the mortgage. The amount 
of the mortgage plus $2,500 plus 2,000 times the 
value of the revenue stamps on the conveyance 
should therefore show the true consideration for 
all properties over $2,500 in value.

QUICKLY REMOVED 


Commissioner Woodbury Satisfied 
_with the Contractor’s Work. 


Broadway, Streets in the Shopping Dis- 
trict, and Important Avenues Soon 
Cleared of Their Burden of Slush. 


The Street Cleaning Department of the 
new municipal administration had its first 
chance yesterday to perform one of its 
most important functions, that of the re- 
moval of snow. The fall of Wednesday, 
though continuing for ten hours, piled 
up but two inches on the city streets, an 
inch less than the measure which calls 
for the aid of the contractor for snow re- 
moval. Inspector William S. Clark, how- 
ever, decided to clear the city at once, 
and the work began early and with a rush. 
John F. Maillie, who holds the contract, 
had 1,000 men at work as early as 6 o'clock. 

When Commissioner of Street Cleaning 
Dr. John McGaw Woodbury arrived at his 
office at 10 o’clock all the main thorough- 
fares below Forty-second Street and the 
principal streets of the financial district 
had been cleaned. By noon the important 
streets in the shopping district and nearly 
all the crosswalks from Forty-second Street 
to the Battery had been relieved of the 
Bnow and slush. 

Commissioner Woodbury 
immediately, and with his 
through the financial district. The Com- 
missioner found that Wall, Broad, and 
Beaver Streets had all been cleared of the 
snow his satisfaction. He drove up 
Broadway as far as Forty-second Street, 
and then returned to his office. The Com- 
missioner expressed himself greatly 
pleased with the work of the department 
up to that time. 

Broadway to Forty-second Street by noon 
‘was entirely dry. Fifth Avenue and Sixth 
‘Avenue had also been cleared, so that the 
snow was in evidence only in small patches. 
In Twenty-third Street and Fourteenth 
Street large gangs of men were at work 
all the morning, and by noon there was no 
cause for complaint from the shoppers. 

Inspector Clark had in all 3,500 men at 
work and 800 wagons. He stated in the 
morning that he expected by night to have 
every street below Fifty-ninth Street en- 
tirely cleared by this morning.

When his 
callers asked him how he had succeeded 
with the first real snowstorm, he brought 
them to the window of his office and point- 
ed to Broadway. : : 

** Look out there at Broadway,” he said. 
“Would you know that we had a snowfall 
yesterday? ”’ 


STUDENT COMMITTED SUICIDE. 


Was from Erie and Was Attending the 


Union Theological Seminary. 

Paul Alexander Tuholski, twenty-five 
years old, of 224 East Twelfth Street, Erie, 
Penn., a student in the Union Theological 
Seminary at 700 Park Avenue, committed 
suicide late yesterday afternoon in his room 
in the seminary building by taking carbolic 
acid. Mr. Tuholski was graduated from the 
University of Rochester in 1899 and after 
passing a year at Harvard Seminary he en- 
tered the Union Theological Seminary. He 
was looked upon as a young man of blame- 
Jess character and of unusual intellectual 
ability. : 

More than a vear ago he had a period of 
ill-health, which lasted for several months, 
and during which he suffered greatly from 
depression. He recovered entirely and dur- 
ing last Summer and Fali he appeared to 
be in excellent health and was in good 
spirits. Recently he had a recurrence of 
these disorders 

He attended his classes as usual yester- 
day. About 4 o'clock he left the room of 
another student with whom he had been 
discussing his studies and went to his own 
quarters, Soon after this student heard 
some one breathing heavily in Mr. Tuhol- 
ski’s room, He went there and found the 
door locked. He called the janitor and the 
door was opened with a pass key and Mr. 
Tuholski was found lying on the floor of 
the room. A bottle that had contained 
carbolic acid was found beside his body. 

A physician was summoned from the 
Presbyterian Hospital, but Mr. Tuholski 
died before the doctor arrived. President 
Hall telegraphed the news of the young 
man’s death to his parents in Erie and 
asked for instructions. 

A committee of the students of the sem- 
inary will escort the body to its last rest- 
ing place.

NEW ITALIAN LINER. 


Whe Sardegna on Her Maiden Trip from 
Naples to This Port. 


The cable advises the sailing from Naples 
for this port of the new Italian Royal Mail 
steamship Sardegna of the Navigazione 
Generale Italiana Florio-Rubattino. She 
is due here about Jan. 21. 

The Sardegna was launched at Riva Tri- 
gosa, near Genoa, from the famous An- 
saldo shipyards, wherefrom the strongest 
and fastest warships of the Italian navy 
have been launched, and is a sister ship 
of the Sicilia. She is of 6,000 tons, 4,000 


horse power, 410 feet long, and on her 
trial trip developed a speed of about 15% 
knots, 

The cabins, all of which are above the 
main deck, are elegantly furnished and 
have electric lights, electric fans, and run- 
ning water. The dining room is on the 
promenade deck. On the upper promenade 
deck is a ladies’ parlorand musicroom. A 
smoking room and café, finished in Turk- 
ish style, is also on this deck.

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ELECTRIC ELEVATED TRAIN| ACCUSED woman's CLAIM. | MR. CHOATE ENTERTAINED | 


Experts Try the Service on the 
Second Avenue Line. 


The Run from South Ferry to 129th 
Street Made in Twenty-nine Minutes 


—The Power House Inspected. 
' 


A six-car elevated train, propelled by 
electricity, with Edwin and Howard 
Gould and a large number of dis- 
tinguished engineers and railroad men 
aboard, was run yesterday afternoon over 
the tracks of the Second Avenue Elevated 
Railroad from South Ferry to One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-ninth Street. This in- 
augurates the change of motive power on 
the electric roads. The train made 
the trip from South Ferry to the 
One Hundred and Eleventh Street Station, 
inclusive of eight stops, in 24 minutes. At 
this point it was necessary to slow up 
owing to traffic ahead, but even with this 
delay the entire run to One Hundred and 
T'wenty-ninth Street was made in 
minutes, without any apparent effort, In 
one stretch of roal, on the slight down 
grade between Eightieth and Ninetieth 
Streets, ten blocks were covered in a little 
over 30 seconds. Uphill or downhill, the 
train quickly got its headway, and, unlike 
the steam: locomotives under the unfavor- 
able condition of damp rails, the grades 
were taken without difficulty. 

More than 200 invited guests of the Man- 
hattan Hlevated Railway Company assem- 
bled at the South Ferry Station to take the 
trip, which was scheduled to begin at 2 
o'clock. Many of the guests came long be- 
fore that hour, hoping to find time to in- 
spect the motor and the cars at their 
leisure before starting. The train, how- 
ever, had already taken its place among 
the regularly scheduled ones. As it whisked 
into view, every car ablaze with many in- 
candescent lights, many expressions of 
praise were heard among the crowd. 

In general appearance the train was 
much the same as the familiar ones run on 
the Brooklyn Elevated Roads, the chief 
difference being that the motorman stands 
inside at a forward corner of the motor 
car, where he is shut off from the passen- 
gers by a glass compartment, Incandescent 
lights are distributed, not clustered in any 
one point in the cars. Twenty-three electric 
lights are used to light each car. 

With Master Mechanic J. S. Doyle at the 
controller, and Superintendent of Construc- 
tion 8. D. Smith in the compartment as a 
timekeeper, the train moved out of the 
station promptly on time. Vice President 
Alfred Skitt acted as the representative ol 
the company, and explained matters to the 
guests, most of whom tried to crowd into 
the forward car. 

Among those most interested in the oper- 
ation of the train were John D. Rockefel- 
ler, Jr., H. Vreeland, President of the 
Metropolitan Street Railway Company; 
John B. MeDonald, the Rapid Transit _con- 
tractor, and Superintendent A. M. Waitt 
of the New York Central Railroad. 

As the train moved out of its station a 
long blast from its compressed air whistle 
caused much craning of necks below in 
the streets, and filled the windows of the 
adjoining factory and office buildings with 
curious persons anxious to get a glimpse 
of the new train. There was no jerking or 
unpleasant bumping as the train started. 

Hanover Square was reached in less than 
2 minutes. Here was the first scheduled 
stop, and more guests were taken aboard. 
Without any effort at speed the train pro- 
gressed, making a brief stop at every sta- 
tion to Forty-second Street to illustrate 
how quickly it could pick up its speed. In 
less than 15 seconds it was possible to 
bring the train trom a full stop into its 
speed of 15 miles an hour—over twice the 
rate of speed which a locomotive can make 
in the same time with a train of only five 
cars, 

As the train drew_into the One Hundred 
and Twenty-ninth Street Station prepara- 
tions were made for the landing of the 
passengers. On a siding at the station stood 
one of the company’s new Summer cars. 
The car was a handsome one of sixteen 
cross seats, built on the general principles 
of the Coney Island open elevated cars, 
but with the seats running clear across, At 
the ends of each seat there was a solid 
gate extending to above the elbow of a 
sitting passenger. 

After the Summer car was inspected the 
guests returned to the train, which put 
back at once for the Eightieth Street Sta- 
tion, where those disembarked who wished 
to see the great Seventy-fourth Street 
plant which furnishes all of the electricity 
that will be needed on the entire system 
of elevated roads. 

Among those who inspected the power 
house were Frederick Curtiss, Chief Engi- 
neer M. G. Starrett of the Metropolitan 
Street Railway Company; General Superin- 
tendent Baker, Chief Engineer George Pe- 
gram of the Manhattan Elevated Railway 
Company, and L. B. Stilwell, the electrical 
engineer. 


CUBANS TO INTRODUCE PELOTA 


Buy Property for $500,000 and Will Build 
Arena for Game Which Resem- 
bles Handball. 

Pelota is to be introduced in this city. 
Pelota is not an Oriental dancer or some- 
thing good to eat, but a game widely 
known among Spanish-speaking races, and 
with which the people of Havana in par- 
ticular are at present very much fascinat- 
ed. Those who do not like the word “ pe- 
lota’’ can call the game “ jai-alai’’—al- 
though correct usage is said to favor the 

former. 

The home of the game in this city is to 
be in an immense building to be erected on 
the block front on Central Park West, be- 
tween Sixty-second and Sixty-third Streets. 
It turns out that the purchasers of this 
property, a plot of seventeen lots, sold re- 
cently by Justice P. Henry Dugro and 
Frank Work, are a syndicate of Havana 
sportsmen and capitalists, several of whom 
are now actively engaged in the promotion 
of the game in the latter city. The Presi- 
dent of the company or syndicate is R. 


Galbis and its New York representative is 
J. A. Del Solar, who is connected with W. 
H. Schieffelin & Co. 

The game of pelota, as described yester- 
day by Mr. Del Solar, seems to correspond 
in many respects to handball. It is played 
by four, six, or eight players with a very 
lively ball. The scene of the contest is be- 
tween two high walls, separated from each 
other by perhaps 100 feet. Back and forth 
between these walls the ball is driven by 
the players, their hands being protected by 
stiff gloves, having a sort of extension be- 
yond the finger tips which gives a greater 
propelling force. tis said that the game 
is very exciting and that the matches 

layed in Havana are the occasions of 
neavy betting. Both agility and strength 
are required in the sport, and the American 
officers stationed in Cuba have favored it 
as an athletic exercise for the soldiers. 

To introduce the game professionals will 
be brought here from Havana, although its 
popularity will probably lead to the forma- 
tion of local teams. f 

The proposed building on Central Park 
West will be simply a large covered arena, 
although the front facing Central Park 
will be designed as a five-story structure, 
with a café on the ground floor and a 
rathskeller below. The arena itself. which 
will be surrounded by seats accommodating 
6,000 persons, will, it is believed, be the 
largest in the city with the exception of 
Madison Square Garden. 

Plans for the new structure are now be- 
ing prepared by J. B. McElfatrick & Son 
and work upon it wil! be begun early this 
Spring. It is understood that the price 
paid for the site was something over $500,- 
000, while the entire enterprise will call for 
an investment of about $900,000.

She 
said the woman now living at that address 
and who claimed to be the owner of the 
property was not Dingelstedt’s wife, 
though she had lived with him. 

She then went on to explain that before 
he died Dingelstedt transferred the prop- 
erty to Herman G. Symes, who in turn 
transferred it to her. She admitted that 
she had never been in possession of the 
deeds, nor had she ever collected the rents 
or made any attempt to collect them. 

The case was then adjourned to Tuesday 
next, the accused persons being held in 
default of $5,000 each. 

The real Mrs. Dingelstedt was in court. 
She was not called as a witness, but she 
said she knew the accused woman slightly, 
she having called at the house to make 
inquiries about the property, pretending 
that she wanted to buy it. 

At 614 River Street, Hoboken, nothing 
was known of the woman except that she 
secured board there on-Nov. 15, giving her 
name as Mrs. Dingelstedt. 


RECEPTION TO REV. DR. CUYLER 


National Temperance Society Entertains 
in Honor of the Aged Minister. 

The Board of Managers of the National 
Temperance Society and Publication House 
at 3 West Eighteenth Street, yesterday aft- 
ernoon gave a reception in honor of the 
Rev. Dr. Theodore L. Cuyler. Many min- 
isters and laymen were present. Letters 
were recéived from many prominent per- 
sons and addresses congratulatory to Dr. 
Cuyler were made. Dr. Cuyler, when called 
upon, replied in part: 

‘Paul said ‘I would like to depart.’ I 
do not agree with Paul. I don’t want to be 
among angels; I'd ruther be among folks. 
Neither do I agree with the advice Paul 
gave to Timothy ‘to take a little wine for 
his stomach’s sake,’ for I believe that I 
owe my long continued good health to my 
total abstinence and the splendid constitu- 
tion inherited from my mother. During 
fifty-six years in the ministry I have never 
spent a Sunday in bed.” He said also, 
“Enough enthusiasm to produce a pulpit 
sweat is a good thing, and I recommend it 
to young ministers.’’ He declared that he 
wished to greet his co-workers in the tem- 
perance cause first in heaven, for he had 
felt the throb and beat of their hearts 
while on earth.”’ Joshua L. Baily, Presi- 
dent of the society, who replied, said in 
part: aa 

‘IT count it a great privilege to congrat- 
ulate you upon having reached the eigh- 
tieth milestone in your strenuous and 
eventful life. We see you as you stand to- 
day in the very forefront of the battle 
against the drink evil, and we see you as 
you stood for more than half a century the 
advocate of total abstinence. We remem- 
ber with gratification that the first pub- 
lication of the National Temperance So- 
ciety was ‘a shot at the decanter’ which 
came from your pen. The sound from that 
shot belted the globe, and its reverbera- 
tions may be heard wherever the English 
tongue is spoken.”’ 

The Rev. James B. Dunn, D. D., Secre- 
tary of the society, read letters of con- 
gratulation from Andrew Carnegie, J. D.

WILL OF W. F. COCHRAN. 
Greater Part of His Estate Left to His 
Wife and Children—Many Char- 
itable Bequests. 
YONKERS, N. Y., Jan. 9.—The will of 
William F. Cochran of Yonkers, the carpet 
manufacturer, was filed here to-day. The 
testator leaves to his wife all his house- 
hold goods, horses, énd carriages, the fam- 
ily residence in Yonkers, and a life estate 
in the family residence at 5 East Forty- 
fifth Street, New York. The sum of $80,000 
in bonds is left in trust for the benefit of 
his niece, Louise C. De Wolf, for life. To 
Mrs. E. M. Cochran, his aunt, is left 
$20,000. Peter McDonald, his grandson, gets 
$3,000, and Mary Foley and Cornelius 

Coughlin, servants, receive $1,000 each. 
Ten thousand dollars each is left the Wo- 


men’s Institute of Yorkers, the Churca 
Mission to Deaf Mutes in New York, the 
Trustees’ Fund for the Relief of the Wid- 
ows and Orphans of Deceased Clergymen 
and Aged, Infirm, and Disabled Clergymen 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church of New 
York, the Presbyterian Board of Relief 
for Disabled Ministers and the Widows 
and Orphans of Deceased Ministers. 

Five thousand doliars is left to the Young 
Men's Christian Association of Yonkers. To 
the Hollywood Inn of Yonkers a bequest 
is made in excess of $10,000 over what he 
shall have advanced during his life for li- 
brary purposes, and $100,000 for the endow- 
ment fund. 

After gifts and bequests in trust for the 
benefit of his children, he provides for an 
equalization of their share in view of gifts to 
some of them during his life. After this is 
done he provides for a trust fund of $100,- 
000 for each and then divides his residuary 
estate equally among the six children, 
three sons and three daughters. 

No estimate is made of the value of the 
estate, but it is believed to be close to 

« $10,000,000. Mrs. Eva S. Cochran, the wid- 
ow, and Alexander Smith Cochran and Will- 
iam Francis Cochran, sons, are named as 
executors. They are not required to give 
a bond, and will receive $10,000 each for 
their sesvices in lieu of commission. The 
will is dated March &, and was signed 
in New York. The witnesses are Maillard 
S. Griggs, Levi S. Tenney of Glen Ridge, 
N. J., and Duncan Smith of Yonkers. 


HENRY DOLAN WILL CONTEST. 


Subscribing Witnesses Testify that Tes- 
tator Was of Sound Mind. 


The contest of the will of Henry Dolan, 
who died last September, leaving an estate 
estimated to be worth $1,000,000, was be- 
gun yesterday before Surrogate Fitzgerald. 
The contestants are a number of the chil- 
dren of the first cousin of the testator, who 
contend that the will was not executed 
properly and that the testator was inca- 
pacitated mentally to execute the deed. 

Mr. Dolan by his will created a trust 
fund of $30,000 for the benefit of Charles A. 
Glover, who was in his employ for twenty 
years, which reverts to the estate on Glov- 
er’s death. The residue of the property 
after the creation of three trusts of $10,000 
each was left to the five nieces of his eld- 
est brother, Goodwin Dolan. Among those 
examined yesterday were the subscribing 
witnesses to the will, who testified that 
Mr. Dolan was in good health and of sound 
mind when he signed the instrument. The 
case was not concluded.

Ambassador personally. Among the guests 
of the members was Alfred Bedford of 
the London Chamber of Commerce, the 
body which entertained a delegation from 
the New York Chamber last Summer. At 
that reception Mr. Choate presented the 
New York men to the London body. 

When ex-District Attorney W. M. K. 
Olcott reached Mr. Choate in the line yes- 
terday, an incident in a New York court 
which occurred about five years ago was 
recalled. Mr. Olcott, as District Attorney, 
was trying a case against a Tobacco Trust 
official in connection with a refusal of the 
latter to sell goods to a merchant who 
handled tobacco in some form made by 
independent concerns, and Mr. Choate was 
defending the trust official. At the end of 
Mr. Olcott's plea for the rights of the pub- 
lic and the virtue of unrestrained compe- 
tition, Mr. Choate ejaculated: 

‘““ Well, you’re trying to be Mayor. That’s 
what you want.” 

**T don’t want to be Mayor any more than 
you want to be Senator, Mr. Choate,’ was 
the District Attorney’s quick retort. 

When Mr. Choate saw Mr. Olcott yester- 
day, he said, with a smile: 

‘You haven't been elected Mayor yet, 
Mr. Olcott.’’ 

‘* Neither are you Senator Choate so far,” 
was the reply. 

‘“* But I’m not dead yet,”’ said Mr. Choate, 
and the two men laughed over their alleged 
ambitions.

LEGAL NOTES. 


ACCIDENT DUE TO RUNAWAY HORSE.— 
Maria F. Rowe’s husband was run over 
and killed on Van Ness Avenue, San Fran- 
cisco, by a wagon drawn by a runaway 
horse owned by one Nelson and driven by 
one Baumert, Nelson’s employe. On the 
trial of Mrs. Rowe’s action for damages, 
two witnesses testified that their attention 
was first attracted to the runaway by 
some one crying ‘‘ Whoa! Whoa!” and on 
looking in the direction of the cry they saw 
the wagon coming. The driver was thrown 
in the air and landed on the ground. He 
jumped up and ran after the horse, which 
dashed into a crowd of men, striking and 
killing the deceased. A judgment dismiss- 
ing the complaint has been affirmed by 


the Supreme Court of California. The 
plaintiff's contention was that the presump- 
tion of negligence arose from the fact that 
the horse ran away, and that the burden 
was therefore cast upon the owner to ex- 
plain how or why it happened. This con- 
tention, the court says, per curiam, can- 
not be upheld as applying to the facts dis- 
closed. ‘ Appellant concedes,’ continues 
the court, ‘‘that in the case at bar the 
horse ran away because of some unex- 
plained cause. There is absolutely no evi- 
denee pointing to negligence on the part 
of the driver. When he was first seen 
he was ‘in the air,’ and falling from his 
seat to the ground. Whether he lost con- 
trol of his horse through negligence is not 
shown, nor does any fact appear from 
which negligence could be inferred. What- 
ever caused the runaway is matter of 
speculation pure and simple, and it is as 
fair to presume that the cause was un- 
avoidable as that it was the fault of the 
driver, The burden was on the plaintiff to 
show negligence of the driver, failing in 
which it became the duty of the trial 
Judge to take the case from the jury.” 
*,* 

BUSINESS May BE TRANSACTED ON HOoLI- 
DAYS.—The Court of Appeals has rendered a 
decision passing upon the legal effect of 
holidays, holding that all kinds of business 
transactions may take place on those days, 
with the exception of business in public 
offices and the payment of negotiable in- 
struments maturing on holidays. The case 
before the court was an action brought by 
J. Seaver Page against Ralph L. Shainwald 
to enforce a contract by which the latter 
agreed, if requested so to do on the first 
day of January, 1898, to pay the plaintiff 
$5,000, the amount of a subscription for 
stock in the Hoffman Machine Company. 
No tender was made by Page on the first 
day of January, nor did he do so until the 
third day of that month. His contention 
was that New Year's Day, being «. holiday, 
it Was not necessary for him to make the 
demand on that day, and that in the year 
1898 the succeeding day was Sunday, and, 
hence, his demand on the third was in time. 
“But the difficulty with his contention,”’ 
says Chief Justice Parker, ‘‘is that legal 
holidays have not been placed on the same 
basis as Sunday by the statute. Indeed, in 
only two respects has the Legislature at- 
tempted to interfere with the ordinary 
course of business, whether public or pri- 
vate, on a holiday other than Sunday. The 
first act provides that a negotiable instru- 
ment maturing on a holiday is payable on 
the next succeeding business day, (Laws of 
1887, Chapter 289,) and the second that hol- 
idays shall be considered as Sunday for all 
purposes whatsoever, as regards the trans- 
action of business in the public offices of 
the State, or of the counties of the State, 
(Laws of 1897, Chapter 614, Section L) If 
the Legislature had omitted the limitation 
of the preceding statute to the transaction 
of business in the public offices of the State 
or counties of the State, thus providing that 
holidays should be considered as Sunday 
for all purposes whatsoever, the plaintiff's 
contention would be well founded. But in 
the present state of the statutes we are of 
the opinion that upon holidays other than 
Sunday all transactions may be carried on 
as on any other day, with the exceptions 
above noted. It is undoubtedly true that 
the State of the law on this subject is likely 
to prove embarrassing to many, such, for 
instance, as those who find - themselves 
obliged to tender a considerable sum of 
money on a day which is just enough of a 
holiday to allow the banks to close, from 
which he must obtain the money to make a 
tender, but not enough of a holiday to 
avoid the necessity of a tender if he would 
not breach his contract. But such faults, if 
faults they be, in our business law can be 
corrected only by the Legislature.’’ The 
two parties to the contract had some con- 
versation as to a new agreement after Mr. 
Shainwald had refused Mr. Page’s demand, 
but as they never arrived at an under- 
standing the court overrules the plaintiff's 
contention that the defendant waived his 
right to object that the tender was not 
made on the proper day. The Appellate 
Division of this city had taken the view 
that there was a waiver, and its order is 
reversed.

E. C. BENEDICT IN A DISPUTE. 


He and the Widow of His Son Disagree 

as to Ownership of Furniture. 

OYSTER BAY, L. I., Jan. 9.—The re- 
moval of two vans of furniture from the 
barn on the country seat of the late Fred- 
erick H. Benedict, at Cove Neck, near the 
residence of President Roosevelt, is prob- 
ably the beginning of a long legal battle. 
Mr. Benedict was killed in an automobile 
accident in October last. 

Since his death, his father, E. C. Bene- 
dict, as executor, has been looking after his 
estate and attending to the completion of 
his residence at Cove Neck. The widow of 
the younger Benedict was Virginie Coudert, 
daughter of Frederic R. Coudert. 

The furniture of Frederick H. Benedict 
was stored in a barn at his country seat. 
E. C. Benedict and the widow both claim 
proprietary rights in the furniture, which 
is the cause of the threatened trouble. 

The widow alleges that the furniture was 
bought with her money. She is said to be | 
acting by advice of her family. Her legal | 
adviser is George B. Stoddart. Yesterday 
the vans were backed up to the door of the 
barn and the costly furniture and bric-a- 
brac were placed carefully in them. Law- 
yer Stoddart and Constable McQuade stood 
guard while the work was going on. After 
they had been loaded, the vans were driven 
to New York, where their contents were 
stored. The rest of the furniture, makin 
several van loads, was removed to a barn 
on the Coudert estate at the Cove. 

Judge Seabury of Nassau County has ap- 
oointed Mrs. Benedict executrix of the es- 
tate, and she will act co-jointly with E. C. 
Benedict until the dispute is settled in the 
courts. It is expected that the matter will 
come up.shortly before Judge Seabury at 
Mineola.
